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r 200 Girl Scouts Watch Democracy At 
Work In Special Mock Town Meeting

Two hundred girl scouts, sworn in as 
honorary town meeting members at the mock 
town meeting Monday night, proved to be 
liberal spenders. 

From 39 states, the.Canal Zone, Panama, 
Great Britain and Canada, the high school 
students loudly approved the appropriation of 
$250,000 for a recreation center and $24,000 for 
foreign language teachers for the junior high 
school. 

Only two out of the four proposed fictitious 
articles were taken up because of lack of 
time. 

Ken Tully, chairman of the Recreation 


Committee, introduced article 1: “To see if 
Ihe town will appropriate money for the 
construction of a recreation center and ap¬ 
point a temporary subcommittee.” 

Tully explained the center will encompass 
all age groups and all recreation areas. 
“Physical education programs and culturally 
stimulating programs would be served,” he 
noted. 

Bowling lanes, a library, a motion picture 
room, a snack bar, a gym and a game room 
would be included in the facility to be opened 
six days a week from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Town meeting member John Moore op¬ 


posed the article because of the need for 
j'lderly housing, because of the great amount 
of money involved and because residents in 
the vicinity of the proposed center will be 
disturbed by the noise. 

“The slate will pay the bulk of the cost for 
elderly housing,” he added. 

Richard Richmond, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, stated its prime ob¬ 
jection is Ihe cost to the average homeowner 
will be $45 dollars per year. “The homeowner 
is already paying over $2,000 every year on 
taxes for his home.” 

Me said a recreation center will mean 
continuous operating costs for electricity, fuel 
oil, insurance, a recreation staff and janitors. 

Finance’s 9-5 vote against the proposal 
was also based on the need for a new police 
station, a garage for trucks and school 
playground equipment improvement. 

Richmond advised taking up the article at 
Ihe next annual town meeting. 

A scout wondered about a charge to users 
of the center. 

Tully replied there would be no charge. 
Only Ihe School Department may collect 
money, he said. 

Another girl scout questioned Tully about 
other recreational facilities in Winchester. 

The Recreation Department rents space 
from the schools and parks for swimming, 
tennis, woodwork and band, answered Tully. 

Selectman John Sullivan, speaking for the 
hoard, said it is time to do something for the 
senior citizens. 

The senior citizens office operates In two 
small rooms which may only be approached 
by stairs, and no air conditioning, he com¬ 
mented. 

New Charter 

A question arose over the new charter’s 
stipulations as to the Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee voting during town 
meetings. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall explained 
the charier indicates any new procedures in 
town meeting will be taken up next year. 

Library Trustee Edward O’Connell said. 
“We should look beyond the brick and mortar 
to see the program’s achievements.” 

He approved the proposal, noting bringing 
young arid old together a good thought. 

O’Connell said the center might open up 
new job opportunities for youth. 

Mow many people will benefit from the 
center? queried a girl scout. 

There are 23,000 Winchester residents, and 
no one will be excluded, answered Tully. 

One girl wondered if a preliminary ballot

to see what townspeople think could be un¬ 
dertaken. And how about a YMCA instead of a 
recreation center? 

A standing vote showed overwhelming 
approval of the proposal. 

Foreign Languages 

Article 2 called for the town appropriating 
money for all junior high school students to 
have Ihe option tc take a foreign language in 
the seventh grade. 

Stephen Parkhurst, chairman of the 
School Committee explained French and 
Spanish are offered at the junior high school 
level to selected students on the basis of test 
results and teacher recommendations at the 
end of the sixth grade. 

He feels many students are not given a fair 
opportunity. 

He added the $24,000 will allow for four 
teachers instead of the present two and for 20 
.sections as opposed to 10 sections. 

Town nleeting member V/illlam R. Zettler 
considered the School Department as already 
having “too much overhead.” 

He noted noted being disturbed that a 
school situation was being taken up at an 
extra meeting instead of at the annual town 
meeting. 

Zettler advised dropping employees in the 
superintendent’s office to compensate for 
added teachers. “There are too many 
supervisors and not enough, teachers,” he 
concluded. 

John A. Twomey of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee said, “The worst people to ask about 
this is the educational establishment. They’re 
against teachers for language.” 

Twomey said the bone of contention is the 
$24,000. “Don’t worry about the money! The 
Finance Committee and I will handle that!” 

Richard Richmond said: “This is a per¬ 
manent annual addition to the school budget. 
The Finance Committee is opposed to the 
creation of permanent positions unless it is

Three Seek Park 


Commission Seat 


A ballot vote to name a new park com- 
mi.ssioner to fill a vacancy left by Robert P. 
Joyce was postponed until July 21. Joyce 
resigned after he moved out of Winchester. 

Park Commissioners Albert MacDonnell 
and Chandler Parkhurst were reluctant to 
postpone Ihe vote but submitted to the desires 
of selectmen Arthur Dunbar, Barbara 
Hankins and William Chapman after hearing 
opinions of Town Counsel Douglas Randall. 

On the desirability of a vote being taken 
with members of the Park and Selectmen 
Boards absent. Randall agreed with Mac- 
donnell there was a quorum present (five out 
of a possible nine) but said Park Com- 
fnissioner Stella Ailken’s proxy vote “would 
not be effective” if one of the candidates did 
not receive a majority endorsement on the 
first ballot. 

Acting selectmen chairman Dunbar said 
to postpone the vole would solve (he problem 
of a stalemate. 

Seleclwoman Hankins asked for a week’s 
deferment. Executive secretary to selectmen 
Edward Donnelly said the law requires a 
seven-day notice for such matters. The vet mg 
was postponed for two weeks. 

The mailer of the number of eligible 
candidates for the vacancy discussed. 

MacDonnell noted he and Parkhurst did 
not consider Ihe application by Mrs. Noreen 
Arcari to be valid because her application 
was received on June 24, four days after the 
deadline set by the commissioners and posted 
on (he Town Hall bulletin board. 

Randall said, “The time of posting is not a 
legal condition.” He said his opinion was 
based on state statute and the new town 
charter which says “all persons filing 
statements shall be considered.” 

Randall said the intent of the charter “is to 
create as many candidates as possible.” As 
long as an application is before the deciding 
group previous to the vole, an applicant 
should be eligible. 

With this opinion the five town officials 


present agreed there are now three can¬ 
didates for the park vacancy. 

Besides Mrs. Arcari, Henry Quill and 
Peter G. Keenan are candidates. 

In a letter to selectmen. Quill said as a 
youth he had “the good fortune of being a 
participant and employee of many of the park 
programs.” As a commissioner, he said, he 
would “insure the youth of the community 
that these same employment opportunities 
and programs will be continued.” 

Keenan wrote to selectmen: “Due to my 
strong interests in the continued 
beautification and maintenance of Win¬ 
chester’s parks and recreational areas,” he 
wants to be favorably considered for the post 
vacancy. 

Mrs. Arcari. defeated by Albert Mac- 
donnell for a park commission post in the last 
election and is a town meeting member, also 
wrote to selectmen. “My park experience 
includes co-chairman of park development at 
New Mexico Stale University. I am currently 
serving on the playground committee for 
Winchester Public Schools,” she wrote. 

Neither the selectmen nor park com¬ 
missioners voiced their choice among the 
candidates, but Parkhurst was heard to say 
three of the park commissioners were in 
agreement as to whom they would prefer. 

The fourth park commissioner, William T. 
Ryerson, wrote selectmen he would be out of 
town for the balloting. 

Ryerson said: “In my limited opinion 
there is no need to fill said vacancy as the 
Board of Park Commissioners is now a lame 
duck board and its function, according to our 
new charter, to coordinate with the Board of 
Selectmen as we phase out our operations into 
the new DPW. 

“However, I was informed several weeks 
ago on the selection and approbation of a new 
park commissioner and since this has already 
been done, I will be happy to serve out the 
remaining months with our newly chosen 
commissioner.” 


Train Service Returns 
After Day’s Stoppage 


Boston & Maine Railroad passenger trains 
between Winchester ahd Boston were back in 
service Wednesday morning after a one-day 
curtailment on Tuesday due to a continued 
question of public subsidy. 

The return of service for nearly 9,000 
communters in the Boston area came Wed¬ 
nesday morning after a late night settlement 
between the bankrupt railroad and the 
MBTA.

munters who were transported by 10 buses 
which replaced the usual 32 trains. 
Passengers were taken to Sullivan Square 
where they picked up MBTA cars to various 
parts of the inner city. 

The Star spoke with two women who ex¬ 
perienced the day’s lack of trains. Both said 
they were not inconvenienced by the stop¬ 
page. Though one complained of having to 
make several extra car changes, the other 
said she got to work five minutes earlier than 
usual. 

Both said if the trains were removed 
altogether they would continue to use the 
buses. 

According to Gloria Stone of the B&M 
public relations office, MBTA has agreed to 
buy the commuter line service and 230 miles 
of right-of-way for “about $40 million.” 

If the ^ale goes through, it will be similar 
to the MBTA’s purchase two years ago of 145 
miles of Penn Central railroad right-of-way. 

MBTA is reported to want to contract with 
B&M to operate the commuter service using 
B&M personnel. 

Note: The Star tried to determine the ap¬ 
proximate number of Winchester rail com¬ 
muters but was unable to get a figure from 
B&M. However, one of the women who used 
the charter bus on Tuesday said she felt most 
of the commuters went by car because the bus 
she traveled on did not have the usual number 
of rail commuters.

Make Toothpowder, Stuff A 
Mattress; 1850 Thriftiness

At the time Winchester was founded in 1850 
one could purchase a book called ”How to do 
things Well and Cheap” by One Who Knows. 

The recipe for tooth powder is as follows: 

I’ooth Powder 

Take 1 oz. Peruvian bark, 1 oz. Castile 
soap shaved very fine and 1 oz. pulverized 
charcoal. Mix them, rub It on with a brush or 
cloth. 

This powder is safe; it will never injure the 
teeth like the powders that are sold which 
nine times out of 10 contain acids that are 
injurious to the teeth, although at first they 
make them white. 

To Cure Freckles 

Take 2 oz. of lemon juice, half a drachm of 
powdered borax and one drachm of sugar. 
Put it all together into a glass and let it stand 


a few days, then rub it on the hands and face 
occasionally. 

Common Cold Soap 

Melt 25 lbs. of strained grease and put it in 
a barrel. Then take 20 lbs. of potash and pour 
boiling water on it. Then pour it off and add it 
to the grease stirring It well. 

Add more hot water to the potash and pour 
off until the whole is dissolved. The barrel is 
then about,half full. Let it stand a week, 
stirring it occasionally, and then fill up with 
cold water. 


Mattress 

Take the inner soft husks of corn, slit them 
with pins fixed through a potato. Then take a 
common dull knife and scrape them until they 
curl. 


When curled, pul them in a warm oven to 
dry in the curl but do not let them bake. Then 
spread them evenly in the tick, for which the 
very cheapest ticking w'lll answer, as there is 
no down or dust to sift out. 

Toothache 

Soak the feet. Pul a poultice of catnip 
blossoms on the face, a mustard plaster on 
the back of the neck, or put laudenum on 
cotton and put it In the tooth.

When you want one you can never find one 

How often have you said this when you’ve 
wanted to find a police officer to ask direc¬ 
tions about an unfamiliar community? Or 
when you’ve looked for a telephone booth or a 
gasoline station? 

This was almost the case Saturday when a 
friend and I visited my parents in the Sunapee 
Lakes region of New Hampshire and wen- 
looking lor barn sales and flea markets. My 
friend is moving into a new apartment and 
was seeking odds and ends to furnish it. 

We started out about 9 a.m. heading foi’ 
Hillsboro, a town where my parents recalled 
having seen many barn and yard sales in the 
past. 

They were right. We found one on the main 
road leading into Hillsboro. But one was all 
we found. 

However, the day was young and we wvre 
determined. My father, who knows tho 
territory, was the navigator. Trying to please 
all the passengers (my mother, my aunt, my 
friend and me), he stopped at everything that 
showed signs of activity. 

Thus, as we sought out barn sales in 
Deering, Ware, Henniker, Franklin. West 
Hopkinton, Contoocook, Andover, Danbury, 
Wilmot Flats, Sutton and Bradford, we also 
visited the birthplace of Daniel Webster, 
viewed a house my parents almost bought, 
went to Freedom Acres (where they sell 
home-made jellies) and had a refreshing 
lunch in a pub across the street from New 
England College.

There were ice boxes refur¬ 
bished to functional furniture, jewelry, old 
guns and every kind of dish that was ever 
fired. 

Just as we were about to leave we spotted 
an old piece of railroad equipment and some 
advertising literature from a railroad 
exhibition held about 30 years ago. We bought 
these for my father, a railroad enthusiast. 
Sorry 1 can’t describe our purchase because 
my father, an avid reader of my words, will 
not be surprised if I tell. 

1 forget how it goes, but there is a saying 
that conveys the message today’s purchases 
and present household junk are tomorrow’s 
collector’s items. 

This is true. I have a paperback picturing 
various yesteryear items which are today’s 
lollector’s items and already worth more 
than double cr triple their original cost. 

Here are p few. Hold on to these if you have 
any. 

A Buck lingers pencil box is worth $.50. In 
fact, anything Buck llogers is worth a lot.

(’igarette and trading cards which were 
given with yesteryear’s products are worth 
from 25 cents to several dollars. 

Old comic books are among the valuables 
Batman No. 2 is worth $50; All Winners No. 10 
is worth $42. Captain America No. i. $ 175 ; 


Captain Midnight Nos. 3 and 4, $14 each; 
Creen i.antcrn. first issue, $50; Terry and the 
I’irates. No. 44. $35. The list goes on and on. 

old auto emblems are also among the 
items to save for future value. One from a 
.Studebaker from 1927-30 is worth $5.50. A 1927 
(lialiam Paige emblem will bring you $ 6 . 

A 1912 poster of Woodrow Wilson as he ran 
lor governor is worth $150. 

Four Freedoms posters by Norman Rock¬ 
well. pul out during World War H. are valued 
a I .$2:5 each. 

A Mickey Mouse ciock circulated during 
193!) can bring you $200. An Orphan Annie 
watch is worth $125. 

A baby’s high chair, circulated in 1922 and 
costing from $3 to $ 6 , can be restored and 
bring $75 or more. 

Anything that has to do with kewpie doll 
sales can bring you money. Kewpies were not 
only celluloid dolls, they were used on 
greeting cards, photograph albums and Jello 
products. 

Remember the movie stars’ pictures 
which were underneath the lids of ice cream 
cups. These are valued at from 25 cents to $1 
or more. 

A Howdy Doody cup may get you $16. 

A Donald Duck bisque tooth brush holder 
is worth $42. 

A wood-jointed Pinocchiodoll, 11 ” high, by 
Ideal, is worth $22 or more. 

Popeye dolls and various Popeye banks, 
puzzles and toys are worth up to $65. The 
original cost of these items was 10 and 15 
cents. 

Shirley Temple dolls are rare and worth 
quite a bit. For instance, a 27'j” Shirley with 
“flirty eyes,” original dress, shoes and wig. is 
listed at $150. 

Other collectors’ items include Avon 
product containers, old fruit jars, 
enamelware, U. S. honor medals. Big Little 
Books, and old toys of any kind. The better the 
condition, the more valuable they are. 

As for the future, think about saving some 
of the cellar and attic treasures in your home. 
They may appear to be today’s rubbish, but 
they could bring you a future fortune. 

My mother tells this humorous story about 
my nephew. Jeff, an elementary school pupil. 

Jeff and his brother Chip were visiting for 
a few days. With my mother and a friend 
named Charlotte, the boys went to a flea 
market. 

Mother’s Day was approaching and the 
boys thought they would look for gifts for their 
mother. Jeff’s purchase was a candy dish. 

Charlotte said: "When you give it to your 
Mother you can tell her it’s a valuable an¬ 
tique.’’

Fluoridation 

EDITOR OF THE ,STAR: 

I note In today’s Star an editorial bearing a 
request from a woman in Holyoke calling 
attention to an alleged upcoming apti- 
fluoridatlon bill which seems to imply that 
"the addition of fluoridation is considered to. 
adversely affect the human body, when taken 
In ordinary drinking water." 

Fluoridation of our water has had thq 
continued support of the American Medical 
Society, the American Dental Society, the US 
Health Service, the Veterans Administration 
and components of the above for a quarter of 
a century. 

As a retired executive of one of the largest 
firms in the dental industry, and whose 
research facility is renowned throughout the 
entire world for its capability, I am surprised 
to see at this late date a reopening of this long 
accepted health additive to our water. 

I have known thousands of dentists in*^ 
limately in my day and cannot ever recall, 
even one who was opposed to fluoridation of 
drinking water. 

If w'o cannot accept the findings of the 
above listed organizations then I think we had 
better put our faith in the good old medicine 
man of our Indian forefathers. 

True there are isolated pockets of 
resistance to fluoridation (Wellesley for one) 
but most of these can be charged off to politics, 
or, in the words of one dentist who recently 
talked to me about it, the resistors are con¬ 
scious of the fee when office administration of 
fluoride Is suggested In fluoridated towns. His 
words, not mine. 

I think your readers will show no alarm, 
here in Winchester which has enjoyed the 
beneifts of fluoridation for many years.

It is quite evident that chlorinating our 
water supply since the turn of the cfcntury has 
controlled harmful bacteria but tap water 
remains tho filthiest and most dangerous' 
produce we consume. 

Quality tests of our tap water makes thi.s 
(juite obvious. Scientists now link impurities." 
chemicals, organic compounds, chlorine.' 
viruses, heavy metals, in our tap water with 
heart disease, cancer, kidney ailments, birth 
defects, hypertension and general health. 

From the time the rain leaves the clouds i( 
is contaminated by air polutlon. 

Nature, then, pollutes it and the reservoir 
with organic compounds. Then, new and 
dangerous chemicals are produced from tlK\ 
chlorination treatment, such as chlorofbWn' 
(carcinogen), composed of carl)on, hydrogen 
and chlorine. 

The contamination continues from pipe 
corrosion In the distribution system. Soft 
water and chemicals attack the pipes that 
releases- trace metals which poses a serioiis 
health hazard. 

Viruses, is another problem, for viru.ses 
can go unharmed from the chlorine treatment' 
that reaches us through our tap. 

The state testing laboratories are 
presently testing different kinds of carbon 
that will do the Ixjst job of removing 
dangerous impurities and chemicals foi; 
water treatment. 

Carbon filtration is very effective in 
removing chemical carcinogens, organic 
compounds, heavy metals, trapping viruses. 
Improving taste and odors and making tap 
water much safer for better health. 

Mr. Robeck, EPA, said, “III effects of 
water impurities that takes 20 to 30 years is 
what makes it difficult to convince people!’*

Pat Sizemore, Jim Stewart: 

Two Sides of Baseball Field Controversy Given 


Greyhounds Down Foxes

Battling for playing fields for her girls’ 
baseball team has f^at Sizemore of 202 Ridge 
st. discouraged. 

Battling with Pat Sizemore for space for 
his Utile League teams has James Stewart of 
7 Winslow rd. frustrated. 

Seeing perfectly good fields unused due to 
alleged poor condition has both in a quandary, 
dary. 

• Two years ago Mrs. Sizemore, then 
president of the Little League Women’s 
Auxiliary, instituted a girls’ baseball team 
because her daughter wanted to join little 
league. 

“I didn’t want her to. Basically I don’t 
think girls .should play with boys. Their 
physical structure is different. They’re not 
built like boys. From the shoulder to the 
elbow a girl’s arm is much shorter.” 


An ad in The Star two years ago brought 
:50 girls, 14 teams', together, said Mrs. 
Sizemore. 

Mrs. Sizemore explained equipment was 
obtained by charging each family $lo and 
coaches and managers were gotten through 
older sisters, high school volunteers and 
fathers. 

That first year of the girls’ team there was 
little trouble. “The schools were grateful and 
somebody had to do something with the girls 
who wanted to play ball,” Mrs. Sizemore 
noted. 

But this past season was one of hassles for 
Winchester’s youth sports teams. 

With five fields, and six teams, including 
girls’ and boys’ soccer, little league, girls’ 
baseball, cap league and men’s softball, it 
was inevitable someone would get the short 
end. 

According to Mrs. Sizemore, Little League 
neglected to get permits for West Side and

Ginn Fields, while she did, although she was 
delayed in getting them because last January 
when she requested permits she was fold it 
was too earjy. 

Because of the conflict between Little 
League and the Girls’ baseball team, the girls 
found Little league employing squatter’s 
rights when they got to the field first. 

“Sometimes we could throw them off, 
sometimes not,” said Mrs. Sizemore 

At one point Mrs. Sizemore suggested the 
Park Department meet with those vying for ✓ 
fields.

The 
upshot was that she and the girls ended up 
with two schools and two fields. 

“Each of the 14 girls’ teams play each 
other.

As far as James Stewart is concerned, 
•‘There are too few fields but it could have

That, plus “lack of coordination and too- 
late organization,” contributed to the strife, 
feels Stewart. 

Mrs. Sizemore considers it “absolute 
discrimination against the girls.” 

And Marie Cambbell of the Park Depart¬ 
ment who schedules the games feels “We did 
the best we could. The school fields are not the 
Park Department’s responsibility. We 
maintain them but we don’t give them out. 
That is the schools’ responsibility.”

Saltmarsh Stipulates Points 
For MBTA Advisory Report 


The directors of the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority (MBTA) were requested to 
provide a report to the advisory board befoe 
before July 25 on the status of the MBTA 
pension fund at the June 27 meeting of the 

• MBTA Advisory Group. 

At the meeting, Rep. Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr., Winchester’s designee to the 
board, offered a motion which passed over¬ 
whelmingly by a vote of 113 to 18. 

The Saltmarsh motion stipulated that the - 
report should include the following in¬ 
formation: 

The latest report of ’ the independent 
auditor; names of the pension fund board of 
directors and ther remuneration; a list of 
major depositories and amounts; per¬ 
formance over the last three years; the 
brokerage firm handling the fund; payout 
summaries for the past three years and 
forecasts (if available) for the next five 
years. 

Saltmarsh, who serves on the legislative 
committees on transportation and public 
gervice, is an 11-year member of the MBTA 
advisory board. He said the major goal of his 

* motion was to bring about an outside audit 
and study of the pension fund. 

"We, on the advisory board, must 
ascertain that the existing system is in the 
best interests of participating employees," 
Saltmarsh declared. 

"There is a serious question about the 
advisability of the MBTA operating an over- 
funded pension program." Saltmarsh said of 
the pension fund balance as of December 31, 
1974 was $114,653,332. 

Efforts to secure information regarding 
the pension jTund began on March 21 when 
Carla B. Johnston, budget analysis director, 
sent a request to Joseph H. Elcock, MBTA 
general counsel. 

A reply was received that reports on in¬ 
vestments are not public record'and the 
advisory boad was not entitled to the in¬ 
formation requested. 

"As advisory board members, it is in¬ 
cumbent upon us to weigh the merits of the 
existing system over a pay-as-you-go plan in 
order to protect the rights of the 79 par-

licipating communities we represent," 
Saltmarsh said. 

"Each year, state, city and town monies 
are deposited and we must see that these 
funds are properly utilized. 

"Since the management of the MBTA and 
the pension fund is commingled, there is a 
serious question that the best interests of the 
(’ommonwealth are being safeguarded," 
Saltmarsh continued. 

"If actuarial studies indicate a huge 
surplus exists in the pension fund, it should be 
recommended that state and town con¬ 
tributions be proportionately reduced as well 
as the employees’ contributions." 

The Saltmarsh motion requested in¬ 
formation on connections with banks, their 
boards of directors and MBTA management; 
salaries to board members and others for 
pension fund management; bidding 
procedures on deposits; and borrowing ac¬ 
tivity by the Board at member banks. 

The chin ning of accounts for fees where 
the broker has the authority to keep buying 
and selling stocks owned by the fund, was also 
questioned. 

At the same meeting, advisory board 
members also backed a resolution by Mayor 
George McCarthy of Everett calling for a 
censure of the four MBTA directors who 
recently, behind closed doors, voted to in¬ 
crease pension benefits for themselves and 
for top management, prior to the appointment 
of Robert Kiley as the new chairman. 

The directors rescinded their action at the 
next meeting. 

"At this time in our economy when cities, 
towns and the Commonwealth are faced with 
confiscatory taxes, there is no room for un¬ 
businesslike procedures in any department of 
public service," Saltmarsh emphasized. 

"The MBTA pension fund was originally 
organized by a non-public company, but once 
that company came to rely on tax dollars for 
survival, it automatically assumed an 
obligation to become accountable for its fiscal 
policies and 1 intend to do everything in my 
power to see such accountability become a 
reality," he concluded.

Works Employees Threaten 
Blockage Of Incinerator 


Winchester’s public works employees 
have threatened to physically block the town 
incinerator on Saturday. 

This action is part of their continuing 
campaign to bring their case for higher wages 
to the attention of townspeople, they told The 
Star this week. 

It is their intention, according to 
spokesman and business agent Gardiner 
Morgan of Hamilton, to arouse enough public 
sentiment to force selectmen back to the 
bargaining table in an effort to overthrow a 
previous vote denying them a wage increase 
in excess of three percent. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan, who 
represents the town in contract negotiations 
for town employees, takes exception to the 
three percent figure he calls “misleading,” 
and to Morgan’s inference that the town has 
not been in communication with him since 
June 23. 

On that date, Morgan reports the town 
employees, through their union, declared an 
impasse and indicated they would be seeking 


fact-finding and arbitration through the 
National I.*abor Relations Board. 

He also claims the town is not now nor has 
it continued to be in communications with 
regard to the contract since the impasse. 

Both Sullivan and Selectman Chairman 
Lawrence T. Smith say this is not true. 

Smith said through Sullivan, com¬ 
munication has been continuing and “will 
continue.” He said he is “hopeful they (the 
employees) will have second thoughts” on 
blocking the incinerator and instead return to 
negotiations. He said the side that calls the 
impasse must call off the impasse. Otherwise 
table negotiations cannot transpire. 

On the matter of the blockage at the in¬ 
cinerator Saturday, Smith said: “If they 
persist in their plan I will instruct the police to 
assure passage of the public.” 

He said it is illegal for anyone to obstruct 
access to public properties such as a town 
incinerator. 

He continued: The union spokesman “has 
failed to recognize there is tremendous 


flexibility here.” He said he feels confident 
that “between now and Friday” there will be 
a return to the negotiating table. 

Placards which town employees have been 
carrying in their continuing picketing efforts 
speak of the town as not offering above a 
three percent raise. i 

Morgan charges this in a letter to The Star 
this week. 

Reluctant to discuss the the amount the 
town is willing to pay, Sullivan said, “Three 
percent is a number far below the kind of 
numbers we’ve been discussing.” Re said the 
news that is being circulated is “extremely 
misleading and harmful to their cause.” 
Sullivan told The Star he would “never go to 
town meeting with a contract that I didn’t 
think was fair to both the town and em¬ 
ployees.” He agreed the workers should have 
more than three percent but noted there is 
more than the salary issue. There are other 
benefits in the contract which have “cost-

By-Law Study 
Group Hires 
Charter Counsel 

During its third meeting Monday night the 
town bylaw study committee voted to retain 
the services of Atty. Michael Curran, con¬ 
tingent upon funding by town meeting. 

The committee was formed to update the 
bylaws to correspond with the new charter. 

Consultant for the Charter Commission, 
Curran noted many towns, including Win¬ 
chester, enact laws by town vote rather than 
by bylaws. 

“These should be bylaws so they will have 
a status,” he continued. 

He suggested keeping the bylaws in a 
looseleaf in order to facilitate keeping them 
up to date. 

Divided into sections, each bylaw may be 
withdrawn separately when the tinfe comes 
for rewriting. 

Previously they decided they would 
examine in detail all the general bylaws. 
Zoning and building bylaws will not be In¬ 
cluded In their task. 

Chairman Harrison Chadwick wondered if 
the committee's Job entailed recodification of 
the bylaws, checking language, discussing 
omissions, redundancies and errors. 

“Our initial job,” he noted, “Is to attempt 
to mesh the proper bylaws with the charter 
and implement the charter provision. One 
will lead to the other.”

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Planning Board Hears 
Opposition To Heights 


At a public hearing Monday night some 
Winchester citizens were opposed to a 
proposed article by the Planning Board to 
change height regulations applying from 
Park street to Wedge Pond and including the 
Winchester Theatre site. 

The article number two on the warrant for 
the special town meeting July 17. 

While the Planning Board suggested an 
increase from 45 to 55 feet and no limitations 
to height restrictions, residents noted last 
year’s town meeting strongly opposed height 
additions. 

According to Michael Boodaklan, Plan¬ 
ning Board chairman, NR (no restrictions) is 
“purely academic,” since the building code 
specifies feet anyway. 

“Good zoning is practical zoning. Win¬ 
chester needs practical zoning,” said 
Boodaklan. 

The Planning Board considers the 
proposed changes will attract new 
development in the center, add aesthetic 
interest. Improve the tax base and com¬ 
plement the accessibility to shopping and 
commuter service to Boston. 

As far as Planning Board member William 
Cummings is concerned, “We need quality 
apartments and people in downtown Win¬ 
chester. It’s a pretty good thing.” 

Some residents urged putting the question 
off as this is vacation time for many. 

Others wondered how one or two thousand 


more residents will help the center, since 
“25,000 residents can’t find anything to buy 
there.” 

A resident of Highland avenue, a 
professional planner and architect, thought 
the premise of the apartment zone was 
correct,‘‘to make vehlcular-orlented 
downtown Into a pedestrian-oriented down¬ 
town.” 

He noted (he variables will be the cost of 
construction, the cost of land and the 
marketability. 

One woman said she has done research in 
Arlington. ’’They don’t allow residential 
areas to abut apartments over 45 feet. Win¬ 
chester should face reality I” 

She said the area in question is already 
known as “a red light district, Peyton Place 
and Gasoline Alley.” 

Another resident agreed saying the 
Planning Board’s suggestion will add to 
crime, juvenile delinquency and fire. 

There will be more traffic and maybe a 
more expensive tax base, he added. 

Planning Board member Otto Schaefer 
said he thinks townspeople should gtve up the 
l(<«a of a “Vermont Village.” 

“We’re too close to Boston, there are too 
many pressures,” he continued. “Let's look 
forward, not backward.”

Refugee Family Of 4 From Vietnam Finds New Home In Winchester

Barbara and Joseph Sullivan of New 
Meadows road are living proof that kindness 
and compassion flourish in a world of con¬ 
fusion, unhappiness and strife. 

The Sullivans recently sponsored a family 
of Vietnamese refugees. 

Nguyen Huy Luc, 11, Nguyen Huy Phu, 8, 
and their aunt and uncle reside on the first 
floor of the Sullivan home. They sleep in the 
guest bedroom and use the downstairs 
playroom as an eating, cooking and living 
room. 

Mrs. Sullivan said after her family heard 
reports about the thousands of homeless 
refugees they decided to tell the Catholic 
Charitable Bureau in Boston they could ac¬ 
commodate three persons. 

“The social worker said these people 
didn’t require much space and asked could we 
accommodate four so as not to split up a 
family.”

weeks in Indian Town Gap, Pa., a military 
base, the family came. 

They carried in their hands one suitcase 
each and official documents. 

In their hearts, no doubt, they carried a 
sense of relief that their wandering had 
ceased at least for £r while. 

They left the boys’ mother, father, sister 
and brother in Viet Nam. According to Mrs. 
Sullivan the parents were lost in the confusion 
of Saigon’s falling. 

The uncle, a Catholic ppiest, Nguyen Van 
Chung, speaks a little English. Every day he 
walks to mass at the Medical Missionaries of 
Mary, off Cambridge street. It’s a long hike 
but Mrs. Sullivan smilingly notes more and 
more neighbors are offering him rides when 
they see him walking. 

His sister, Nguyen Thi Soan, wears only 
native clothing. Her hair impeccably 
groomed, wearing lipstick, she appears 
happy and only a little shy. 

Luc is already beginning to speak English. 
His brother, wearing a new pair of sneakers, 
listens to “You Make Me Feel So Young” 
through earphones connected to a radio. 

Barbara Sullivan explained the rest of the 
family’s absence is a sore point with the boys 
and their aunt and uncle. 

“They are very family oriented. They need 
one another,” she offered. 

She recently took them to the House of Kim 
in Lexington, an oriental food center where 
someone had offered them food free of 
charge. 

Up to now Uncle Ben’s Rice had had to 
suffice. 

According to Mrs. Sullivan the Vietnamese 
family likes orange juice, ice cream, pop- 
sides, chocolate, fish and tossed salad. “They 
are very willing to learn, to try everything.” 

F'ather Nguyen—Van Chung enjoys the-- 
.seven o’clock news each night while his 
nephews laugh with Sesame Street and 


Electric Company. 

The international language of children 
affords the Sullivan children and their house 
guests no problems. 

Mary, 8, Margaret, 6, Rosemary, 1, and 
Luc and Phu play with bikes, go toi the park 
and participate in the Lesley College summer 
program. 

Mrs. Sullivan said first on their list of 
priorities was the hiring of a bilingual tutor to 
ready the children for school in September. 

She added the Berlitz language records 
obtained from the library will be a help. 

Although Mrs. Sullivan noted “the culture 
shock” which the Nguyen family must be 
experiencing, they appear calm and at home 
in their new situation. 

“This temperature is very nice,” offered 
Father Nguyen Van Chung. 

He added he’s seen snow in pictures but 
the boys and their aunt are completely un¬ 
familiar with it. 

“The boys can’t wait to use the sleds,” 
Mrs. Sullivan laughed. 

She mentioned the 16,000 Vietnamese 
refugees in Indian Town Gap and the 
thousands of others still held up at Camp 
Pendleton, Calif, and Eglln Air F’orce Base. 
Fla. 

Father Nguyen noted the Guam refugee 
center is closed due to typhoon season. 

Barbara Sullivan said agencies are hoping 
for ecumenical groups to get together and 
sponsor several families. 

She referred to five or six families in 
Reading who recently sponsored an extended 
Vletnanie.se family of 16 persons. “In this way 
they were kept together in one little area.” 

“We went into this thing completely 
unknowing,'’ stated Mrs. Sullivan, “and 
we’ve become more and more impressed with 
these people.” 

‘‘\ou can do a lot of things without un¬ 
derstanding language,” she concluded.

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Winchester's Fred Murray: 

Television ^Kiss Of Death’ For Music

The advent of television was the kiss of 
death for the music business as far as Fred 
Murray of 158 Cambridge st., director of 
Winchester Community Band, Is concerned. 

"From 1948 on, when the television was 
selling to the general public, I watched the 
music business die," he said. 

Director of music education in the Malden 
public school system, Murray formerly 
taught orchestra and band to Winchester 
stuMnts and was director of the Winchester 
Summer School. 

"Some people think jazz killed music 
because you couldn’t dance anymore. They 
blamed musicians themselves for playing it. 
That's not true." 

Growing up in the 1940*8 the big band era, 
Murray said he can remember when the 
average adult would go to a nightclub two or 
three times a week. With television around 
this just isn't so anymore, he said. 

"The average teenage kid nowadays will 
go to o'rock concert two or three times a 
week. I'm talking about an era where people 
went out twice a week, not twice a year." 

Murray regrets that rock music appeals 
moitly to the young. He wishes it had no 
boundaries with which to separate the 
audience. 

"Music went from a general en¬ 
tertainment environment to a categorical 
entertainment environment." 

Still, he likes today’s music. "There’s no 
kind of music I dislike," Murray commented. 

He calls the music of the Beatles 
''magnificent," and the rock bands "highly 
sophisticated," noting they arc beginning to 
include horns, tromtones, and saxophones. 

From Springfield, Fred Murray has been 
playing trumpet, trombone and baritone horn 
since he was nine years old. At the age of I5, 
when he wanted to conduct, he joined the 
musician's union. 

"But I saw no hope for my ever being a 
band director. There was not enough money 
jri my family to go to the kind of school I 
v^anted." 

"1 was frustrated because the one thing I 
Wlfltcd to do I couldn’t. I joined the Navy 
bltfause it was an opportunity to get the music 

'-^tion I couldn’t otherwide receive." 

After the Navy School of Music, Murray 
studied theory, harmony, trumpet, music 
hiitory and ensemble playing. Later with the 
GI bill, he obtained his bachelor of arts and 
master of arts degrees in music education 
from Boston University. 

Murray taught music education in Ran¬ 
dolph and Needham. He traveled with the 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and Bailev

circus where he played the baritone, and 
performed with the trumpet In bands and 
orchestras. 

He looks back on Harry James as the band 
conductor whom he idolized as a youth, and 
remembers performing in college under 
Leopold Stokowski, conductor of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and Houston Sym¬ 
phony Orchesstra, as "The high point of my 
professional playing." 

According ,to Murray, "conducting 
represents 10 or’ 15 percent of the total effort 
Involved In music study. You need a working 
knowledge of eVery Instrument. 

"I could probably pick any instrument and 
play as well as any high school kid." 

Murray admitted piano was not his strong 
point. "I studied three years but it was 
hopeless." 

Other pleasant memories Include the late 
1950*8 when Murray was a contractor and 
band leader for the New State Ballroom, the 
last ballroom In Boston, they adjacent to 
Symphony Hall. 

About this time Murray was Involved in 
nightclub work. He played with Xavier 
Cougat, Sammy Davis Jr., Edle Gourmet, 
Steve Lawrence, Dan Dailey, Jerry Lewis, 
Mel Torme and Andy Williams. 

Murray explained when he was growing up 
"Ihere was a tremendous diversity of work a 
musician could do." 

He recalls the pit orchestras, found in most 
theaters, where bands would play to 


Broadway revues and after a motion picture 
In vaudeville acts. 

"There were a couple of hundred big 
traveling bands where a musician could make 
a living. 

"For the soke of the young musician today 
1 wish there was more opportunity to ap¬ 
prentice oneself or earn a living in music. 

"I joined the musician’s union at the age of 
15 because there wan so much work around I 
had to!" 

Murray noted there was a time when he 
was torn between being u professional 
rtuslcian or teaching. For several years he 
combined the two, teaching six days a week 
afid playing five nights. 

He opted for music education. "Working 
with young people is by far the more 
satisfactbi^'y to mo." 

In his ‘ninth summer of conducting the 
Winchester Community Band, Murray said 
performers Include students and adults from 
Winchester, Reading, Burlington, Medford 
and Malden. 

"We have the entire spectrum of oc¬ 
cupations," he notes, "from housewives to 
engineers. We even have one judge." 

Practicing Monday nights for their 
Wednesday night concerts on Mill Pond 
(behind the library), Murray said the only 
difference between these performers and 
profe.ssionals is that the latter get paid. 

"Fve hprd professionals who ploy poorly 
and amateurs who ore very good." 

The band plays classical, Beatle and rock. 
"If it’s got a melody we’ll lake a shot!" 
Murray smiled.

Meeting Next 
Thursday Night 

A special town meeting will be held in 
Winchester High School auditorium next 
Thursday night at 7:45 p.m. 

Six of the 17 articles to be discussed are 
regarding zoning by-iaws. 

The most controversiai of these is a 
proposai by the Planning Board to change the 
maximum height of buildings in an RB 
district from 45 to 50 feet and the number of 
stories from four to NR (no restrictions.) (See 
separate article and letter to The Star.) 

Selectmen will seek from special town 
meeting members authorization to sell 
parcels of land formerly thought to be needed 
for school purposes and a structure on town- 
owned property at 26 Highland ave. 

Selectmen will also see if the voters will 
authorize them to establish fees for permits 
under the provisions of the State Building 
Code. 

Selectmen will ask the town meeting 
membere to hear and act on a report con¬ 
cerning collective bargaining procedures and 
agreements with the International Assn, of 
Fire Fighters, the Town Employees Assn, and 
Call Fire Fighters and Food Service Workers 
Assn; raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for revisions or adjustments of wages under 
collective bargaining agreements: and 
determine in what manner the money shall be 
raised and appropriated. 

Selectmen will also ask for money to fund 
the office of the new town manager. This will 
include the manager’s salary, expected to be 
from $25,000 to $30,00, and other expenses and 
capital outlay and alterations at the Town 
Hall to accommodate the town manager’s 
office and relocation of other offices. 

The Cemetery Commission will ask the 
town meeting to approve purchase of a truck 
other than the two-ton dump truck already 
authorized through an earlier appropriation 
of $8,000. 

The Permanent Building Committee will 
ask for money additional to sums previously 
appropriated for high school construction for 
services of an engineering-architectural 
consultant to examine sources of leaking of 
the exterior walls of the high school. 

The School Committee will ask for money 
for its adult education program.(An amend¬ 
ment to reduce the school budget by $10,000 
needed for adult education at the annual town 
meeting last spring was successful.) 

The newly-activated by-law revision study 
committee will ask for money to be spent in 
connection with their task of blending the 
requirements of the new charter with old by¬ 
laws. (See separate story.) 

The Recreation Committee will ask for 
funding for a senior citizens recreation 
program director. 

And, by petition, town meeting members 
will act on a transfer of land currently under 
control of selectmen to the Park Department. 
The land is bordered by Mount Vernon street. 
Myrtle street and Washington street.

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Winchester’s Fred Murray: 

Television ‘Kiss Of Death’ For Music 


By Ruth-EUen Flax 


The advent of television was the kiss of 
death for the music business as far as Fred 
Murray of 158 Cambridge st., director of 
Winchester Community Band, is concerned. 

"From 1948 on, when the television was 
selling to the general public, I watched the 
music business die," he said. 

Director of music education in the Malden 
public school system, Murray formerly 
taught orchestra and band to Winchester 
stuMnta and was director of the Winchester 
Summer School. 

"Some people think Jazz killed music 
because you couldn't dance anymore. They 
blamed musicians themselves for playing it. 
That's not true." 

Growing up in the I940's the big band ora, 
Murray said he can remember when the 
average adult would go to a nightclub two or 
three times a week. With television around 
this just isn't so anymore, he said. 

"The average tet riage kid nowadays will 
go to a'rock concert two or three times a 
week. I'm talking about an era where people 
went out twice a week, not twice a year." 

Murray regrets that rock music appeals 
moetlv to the young. He wishes it had no 
boundaries with which to separate the 
audience. 

"Music went from a general en¬ 
tertainment environment to a categorical 
entertainment environment." 

Still, he likes today’s music. "There's no 
kind of music I dislike," Murray commented. 

He calls the music of the Beatles 
"magnificent," and the rock bonds "highly 
sophisticated," noting they arc beginning to 
include horns, trombones, and saxophones. 

From Springfield, Fred Murray has been 
playing trumpet, trombone and baritone hum 
since he was nine years old. At the age of 15, 
when he wanted to conduct, he joined the 
musician’s union. 

"But I saw no hope for my ever being a 
band director. There was not enough money 
in my family to go to the kind of school I 
v^anted." 

"I was frustrated because the one thing I 
Wint^ lo do I couldn't. I joined the Navy 
hMiuac it was an opportunity to gel the music 

“^tion I couldn’t otherwide receive.” 

After the Navy School of Music, Murray 
studied theory, harmony, trumpet, music 
history and ensemble playing. Later with the 
GI bill, he obtained his bachelor of arts and 
master of arts degrees in music education 
from Boston University. 

Murray taught music education in Ran¬ 
dolph and Needham. He traveled with the 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and Builcv

circus where he played the baritone, and 
performed with the trumpet in bands and 
orchestras. 

He looks back on Harry James as the band 
conductor whom he idolized as a youth, and 
remembers performing in college under 
Leopold Stokowski, conductor of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and Houston Sym¬ 
phony Orchesstra, as "The high point of my 
professional playing." 

According to Murray, "conducting 
represents 10 or* 15 percent of the total effort 
Involved In music study. You need a working 
knowledge of eVery instrument. 

"I could probably pick any Instrument and 
play as well as any nigh school kid." 

Murray admitted piano was not his strong 
point. "I studied three years but it was 
hopeless." 

Other pleasant memories include the late 
I950’s when Murray was a contractor and 
band leader for the New State Ballroom, the 
last ballroom in Boston, they adjacent to 
.Symphony Hall. 

About this time Murray was Involved in 
nightclub work. He played with Xavier 
Cougat, Sammy Davis Jr., Edle Gourmet, 
Steve Lawrence, Dan Dailey, Jerry Lewis, 
Mel Torme and Andy Williams. 

Murray explained when he was growing up 
"there was a tremendous diversity of work a 
musician could do." 

He recalls the pit orchestras, found In most 
theaters, where bands would play to 


Broadway revues and after a motion picture 
in vaudeville acts. 

"There were a couple of hundred big 
traveling bands where a musician could make 
a living. 

"For the sake of the young musician today 
I wish there was more opportunity to ap¬ 
prentice oneself or earn a living in music. 

"I joined the musician’s union at the age of 
15 because there was so much work around I 
had to!" 

j Murray noted there was a time when he 
Was torn between being a professional 
nAusIclan or teaching. For several years he 
combined the two, teaching six days a week 
ahd playing five nights. 

He opted for music education. "Working 
with young people is by far the more 
Hotisfaetbpy to mo." 

In his ininth summer of conducting the 
Winchester Community Band, Murray said 
performers include students and adults from 
Winchester, Reading, Burlington, Medford 
and Malden. 

"We have the entire spectrum of oc¬ 
cupations," he notes, "from housewives to 
engineers. We even have one judge." 

Practicing Monday nights for their 
Wednesday night concerts on Mill Pond 
(behind the library), Murray said the only 
difference between these performers and 
professionals is that the latter get paid. 

"I’ve h^ard professionals who play poorly 
and amateurs who are very good." 

The band plays classical, Beatle and rock. 
"If it’s got a melody we'll take a shot!" 
Murray smiled.

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Special Town 
Meeting Next 
Thursday Night 

A special town meeting will be held in 
Winchester High School auditorium next 
Thursday night at 7:45 p.m. 

Six of the 17 articles to be discussed are 
regarding zoning by-laws. 

The most controversial of these is a 
proposal by the Planning Board to change the 
maximum height of buildings In an RB 
district from 45 to 50 feet and the number of 
stories from four to NR (no restrictions.) (See 
separate article and letter to The Star.) 

Selectmen will seek from special town 
meeting members authorization to sell 
parcels of land formerly thought to be needed 
for school purposes and a structure on town- 
owned property at 26 Highland ave. 

Selectmen will also see if the voters will 
authorize them to establish fees for permits 
under the provisions of the State Building 
Code. 

Selectmen will ask the town meeting 
members to hear and act on a report con¬ 
cerning collective bargaining procedures and 
agreements with the International Assn, of 
Fire Fighters, the Town Employees Assn, and 
Call Fire Fighters and Food Service Workers 
Assn; raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for revisions or adjustments of wages under 
collective bargaining agreements; and 
determine in what manner the money shall be 
raised and appropriated. 

Selectmen will also ask for money to fund 
the office of the new town manager. This will 
include the manager’s salary, expected to be 
from $25,(X)0 to $30,00, and other expenses and 
capital outlay and alterations at the Town 
Hall to accommodate the town manager’s 
office and relocation of other offices. 

The Cemetery Commission will ask the 
town meeting to approve purchase of a truck 
other than the two-ton dump truck already 
authorized through an earlier appropriation 
of $8,000. 

The Permanent Building Committee will 
ask for money additional to sums previously 
appropriated for high school construction for 
services of an engineering-architectural 
consultant to examine sources of leaking of 
the exterior walls of the high school. 

The School Committee will ask for money 
for its adult education program.(An amend¬ 
ment to reduce the school budget by $10,000 
needed for adult education at the annual town 
meeting last spring was successful.) 

The newly-activated by-law revision study 
committee will ask for money to be spent in 
connection with their task of blending the 
requirements of the new charter with old by¬ 
laws. (See separate story.) 

The Recreation Committee will ask for 
funding for a senior citizens recreation 
program director. 

And, by petition, town meeting members 
will act on a transfer of land currently under 
control of selectmen to the Park Department. 
The land is bordered by Mount Vernon street. 
Myrtle street and Washington street.

Selectmen referred the matter to the 
Conservation Commission and Planning 
Board for recommendations. The topic will be 
further discussed next Monday. 

Also next Monday selectmen will be joined 
by members of the Park Department to fill a 
vacancy on that board left by the resignation 
of Robert P. Joyce. 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
told selectmen recently that advertisements 
for five town-owned properties have brought 
forth a large response. About 50 applications 
for each property have been received. Thirty- 


seven applicants requested bid forms on all 
ofve properties. 

The properties are at 5 Alben st., 6

and the house only at 26 Highland ave.

Combine Old With New For 
Better Education System

I would like to comment on two recent 
articles in The Star, namely, School Attitude 
Survey and Fundamentals In Education Face 
Reality, published on June 19. 

Firstly, the school attitude survey. I 
myself, a recent graduate of Winchester 
High, 1974, know what is going on in the high 
school. 

The proposal of cutting costs by limiting 
the number of school administrators would 
only cut the students’ education short. It 
would probably cut out the paraprofessionals 
and increase the workload of the teachers. 

This would mean less extra class or after 
class help. If a student needs help on a subject 
and his or her teacher is not available they 
could go to a paraprofessional for help. 

Without a paraprofessional, a student may 
neglect going in after school for help because 
of work or extracurricular activities. Thus 
the students lose out. 

Secondly, the Metco issue. Winchester Is 
for the most part an upper to middle class 
family town. A person doesn’t know what a 
person from the city or underprivileged 
person deals with from day to day. Thus when 
he gets out of high school he doesn’t know 
anything about people he will have to deal 
with. 

I favor Metco, because it would awaken 
the people of the town, especially the high 
school students, to people they will have to 
deal with in the world. 

I, myself, was ignorant to a lot of things 
that underprivileged people go through. I 
have learned more in my year in the Marine 
Corps about people than I did in my four years 
of high school. 

Mrs. Papas’s article states: "The student 
is carefully guided through each phase of his 
education and each step is predicated on the 
mastery of the previous step." 

When a person gets out in the world, he will

not have carefully guided steps to follow. 

And if this person suddenly finds himself in 
a difficult position, he may not be able to cope 
with the problem. 

With going back to the old way of the 
.schools, we will be stifling a person’s desire to 
be different, to be himself. As a result we will* 
have a society of jHJople afraid to question and 
afraid to make their own decisions. 

As to Mrs. Papas’s statement: "The 
fundamental philo.sophy, in short, seems to be 
an approach geared toward dealing with 
reality as opposed to the open classroom 
utopian world." 

The open campus program doesn’t create 
a utopian world. It creates more respon¬ 
sibility on the Individual. Thus the open 
campus program promotes a more respon¬ 
sible person. * 

Also, a person or the people who changed 
the old school system must have thought 
.something was wrong with that system. 
That’s why it was changed. 

I am not saying that the open campus 
program is infallible, but that it has many 
good points and should not be abolished. 

My proposal Is that we take some of the old 
school system’s good points and combine 
them with the new system’s good points and 
evolve into a system that is better than either 
one of the methods.

It’s Time To Reduce Waste At The Source 


By John A.S. McGlennon 


National concern over solid waste is a 
more recent phenomenon than our concerns 
for air and water pollution. 

Control of solid wastes has long Deen 
neglected in the environmental movement. 

Because we continue to dump solid wastes 
on the land without adequate controls, the 
national structure to provide a clean and safe 
environment remains unfinished. 

The problem of waste exists throughout 
the world in societies of advanced technology, 
but here in the United States our rates of 
waste generation far exceed those of similar 
societies. 

We have become obsessed with con¬ 
venience. and we buy convenience at the 
expense of energy and materials. 

Waste generation and disposal together 
mean that valuable raw materials are thrown 
away rather than used. The cycle of 
production and consumption that our current 
habits demand means an unnecessary degree 
of both waste and pollution. 

It is time for us as a nation to focus on 
reducing waste at the source, not merely 
managing it at the end of the line at the in¬ 
cinerators, dumps, and resource recovery 
facilities. 

We must make changes in our production 


and consumption practices that will result in 
less waste of raw materials or energy and will 
alleviate disposal problems. 

We should, for example, re-examine our 
appliances to make them more durable and to 
strip away unneesssary features. 

We should remodel and modernize our 
buildings rather than demolish them and 
build new ones. 

We should favor reusable items instead of 
disposables, and we should drive smaller cars 
I hat con:.ume less energy. 

We must challenge existing practices In 
product packaging. 

The main purpose of a package should be 
to protect and preserve a product. But the 
trend in packaging has gone far beyond that. 
Packaging users have become more and 
more aware that elaborate packaging at¬ 
tracts the consumer. 

Consunier convenience has also caused an 
increase in packaging as shown by the

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market growth for food products packaged in 
convenient individual servings.. 

In the last 15 years, there has been a 
remarkable growth of the packaging in¬ 
dustry. For example: Overall, the con¬ 
sumption of food in this country increased by 
2.3 percent by weight per capita between 1963 
and 1971. 

In the same period, the tonnage of food 
packaging increased by about 33.3 percent 
per capita, and the number of food packages 
grew by an estimated .38.3 percent per capita. 

Another example: Between 1958 and 1970, 
milk consumption decreased by 23,1 percent 
by weight on a per capita ba.sis, while milk 
container consumption increased by 26.1 
percent on a unit per capita basis. 

The trend toward heavier use of small 
containers provides another example. 

It has been estimated that elimination of 
all tomato juice cans smaller than 32 ounces 
in 1971 would have re.sulted in a reduction In 
steel use of 19.0 percent for this product. This 
one example shows how using bigger sizes 
could significantly reduce resource con¬ 
sumption and solid waste generation. 

The concept of waste reduction is a radical 
concept because it requires fundamental 
change. 

We at the Environmental Protection 
recognize that immediate transformation of 
established practices cannot be done. 

We recognize that existing capital in¬ 
vestments must be counted, and that people’s 
jobs must be counted even more. We 
recognize that no change should l)e mandated 
until all of the benefits and the costs have 
been weighed. But we insist that changes can 
be made. 

The proper approach to waste reduction is 
not to change the world overnight, but rather 
to alter the direction of current patterns. 

Our objective must be to make a beginning 
to reduce the practices of waste that have 
proliferated throughout our society, and to 
bring these practices into harmony with 
environmental preservation. 

Height Restriction 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Town Planning Board’s request that 
the building height restriction in Winchester 
be increased from 45 to 55 feet is astonishing. 

Only one year ago after prolonged debate 
and a thorough review of building limitations 
In surrounding communities, the town 
meeting overwhelmingly approved a 
limitation of 45 feet. 

The request of the Planning Board made at 
a hearing on Monday evening, July 7, is even 
more surprising because it is made ap- 
parently without reference to any specific 
building plan. 

Indeed the Planning Board seemed unable 
to accept the assurance of the one builder who 
has a real proposal that the present 
restriction is quite adequate. 

The motivation of the Plannnng Board is 
obscure to say the least and the hearing this 
week did nothing to clarify it. 

Furthermore, to present such an im¬ 
port. It and controversial change in the 
building code at a special town meeting when 
many of the interested town meeting mem¬ 
bers are on vacation is quite unacceptable.

Banks are beginning to distribute coins 
bearing a special bicentennial design. 
Haven’t seen one yet, but the first coin to be 
available is a 50-cent piece. 

It carries a picture of Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, where the Declaration of 
Independence was signed instead of the usual 
American eagle. John F. Kennedy’s profile 
remains on the otlier side of the coin. 

Later this year, coin collectors and 
bicentennial buffs, can keep their eyes open 
for new quarters and silver dollars. 

The quarters will contain a pictut:e of a 
colonial drummer and the dollars will have 
the Liberty Bell superimposed over the moon. 

Presidents Washington and Eisenhower 
will remain as usual on the reverse sides. 

There is also talk that the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing is preparing 
preliminary designs for a $2 bill using 
bicentennial themes. If this comes about, the 
bills may be reintroduced to the marketplace 
by the end of this year. 

A major reason for reintroducing the bills 
is to save on printing costs. The $2 bills can 
replace a portion of the $1 bills now in cir¬ 
culation. 

'The original $2 had Thomas Jefferson’s 
Portrait and there Is considerable support for 
him again. 

A drawback to the plan is that Americans 
may not use the bill in sufficient quantities. 
The old bill was withdrawn from circulation 
in 1966 because it was not used enough. 


The municipal incinerator in Weymouth 
has been ordered closed by July 31. The town 
must find another means of waste disposal 
orders the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

EPA has cited the town for continuing 
violations to a federally approved 
Massachusetts regulation limiting par¬ 
ticulate emissions from municipal in¬ 
cinerators. By design, the Weymouth in¬ 
cinerator is not able to meet the clean air 
standards, says EPA’s deputy regional ad¬ 
ministrator Kenneth L. Johnson.

Malden Loses Suit 
Against Northeast 

The superior court recently found in favor 
of the Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Wakefield, in a suit brought 
by the City of Malden challenging the 
authority of the district School Corfnnittee 
regarding programs offered. 

Justice Alan J. Dimond dismissed three of 
the four counts alleged by Malden and, in 
effect, did not rule on the fourth count, 
allowing the city to file particulars. 

Malden contended graduate programs are 
beyond the authority of the regional school; 
summer and evening programs are beyond 
the authority of the regional school; the basic 
agreement among the 12 cities and towns 
should be reformed to make it “fair.” 

In the fourth count Malden alleges the 
school conducts certain courses whicn are not 
authorized because they are not vocational. 

Regarding the first two counts the court 
declared (he school was legally authorized to 
conduct graduate, summer and evening 
programs. 

The third count was dismissed for failing 
to state a legal claim.

People all over the nation are now en¬ 
joying summer vacations. 

However, here in Washington, it is 
business as usual for the month of July. 

The House of Representatives will have a 
full working schedule for the entire month. 

This week the House will consider such 
important measures as development of the 
Naval Petroleum Reserve at Elk Hills, Calif,, 
which will help meet the petroleum needs of 
Ihe nation and thereby ease the problem of 
dependence on foreign oil. 

Funding legislation for the Department of 
Transportation, the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, the International 
Economic Council, and the White House will 
be acted upon. 

Health Manpower 

Perhaps the most controversial issue to be 
considered is the health manpower bill. 

This legislation provides federal funds to 
medical schools and attempts to end doctor 
shortages in various parts of the country and 
control the influx of not fully qualified foreign 
doctors into the United States. 

Specifically, this bill would encourage 
doctors to practice in sliortage areas by 
requiring all students enrolled in medical and 
dental schools after June 30, 1976 to make 
payments to the federal government after 
graduation if they did not practice in these 
medically underserved rural or inner-city 
areas. 

In addition, the bill would limit the number 
of post graduate residency training positions 
available beginning in 1978 to cut down on the 
number of foreign doctors and to allocate 
more residence positions to primary care 
specialties. 

The administration, medical schools and 
the American Medical Association oppose the 
committee proposal. 

Their main contention is the repayment 
formula would discriminate against students 
in the health professions. 

Supporters of the provisions argue that 
health professions schools should be required 
to take direct steps to ease imbalanced 
distribution of health care professionals in 
return for hefty federal support. Medical 
schools arc the only schools in the United 
States which receive direct, relatively 
unencumbered federal subsidies in support of 
educational activities. If federal funding were 
reduced, students would have to bear tuition 
increases while in school, rather than once 
their practices had been established. 

Later in July, the House wlll take up four 
appropriations bills providing funds for 
various government agencies. Other major 
legislation for July includes a new food stamp 
hill which will eliminate much of the initial 
red tape involved in obtaining food stamps. 
This will allow families or individuals who are 
legitimately in great need of this help to get it, 
rather than having to Wait six weeks to two 
months. 

Consumer Protection 

Another issue surrounded by controversy 
to be considered on the floor of the House this 
month is legislation to establish an agency for 
consumer protection. 

In the past two Congresses, the House has 
approved consumer agency bills only to see 
them sidetracked by senate filibusters. The 
current House bill is similar to one which 
passed the Senate in May on basic issues such 
as the powers and duties of the proposed 
agency. 

The administration feels the bill is un¬ 
necessary, but a survey conducted by the 
president’s consumer advisor shows the ih- 
dividual agencies have failed to answer 
complaints promptly because they lack the 
resources to properly handle consumer 
problem. 

The House bill would designate the con¬ 
sumer agency as a "clearinghouse" for 
consumer complaints, with authority to pass 
complaints onto other agencies or act on them 
itseir 

A major new energy bill is in the offering 
for July. I will be participating in the floor 
discussion on this bill, which was recently

reported by the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, on which I serve as 
ranking member. 

In addition, I have discussed with the 
chairmen of the investigations subcommittee 
the need for an immediate investigation of the 
gasoline price increase announced 
simultaneously by the major oil companies 
during the height of the New England tourist 
season. 

It would appear to me this concerted ac¬ 
tion calls out for not only antitrust in¬ 
vestigations but also falls within the 
jurisdiction of petroleum pricing sections in 
the Mandatory Allocation Act which I 
authored and shepherded through Congress 
last year. The Federal Energy 
Administration should, thereby, also initiate 
an investigation. 

My communications subcommittee has 
scheduled hearings for this month on the 
effect of broadcast advertising on children. 
The hearings will be spread over four days, 
and the result of recent research will be 
discussed and views from various aspects of 
the industry will be heard. 

As you can see, we have a busy month 
ahead.

Impact" to the town, he said. "You can’t 
discuss wages without discussing other 
issues," he said. "To do so is to place things 
out of context." Sullivan said, "We are 
receptive to sit down again just as we have 
been all along." He said there is a good 
possibility "we will return to the table" 
before Saturday. In his letter to The Star, - 
Morgan charges since the impasse was 
declared, public works employees have had 
overtime monies withheld. He said there have 
been "flagrant violations" of the contract by 
management concerning sick leave. He said 
job vacancies are being manipulated in direct 
conflict with the contract. And, he said, public 
works employees are no longer able to park 
motor vehicles in the town yard. In response, 
Sulljvan said this is not accurate. He suggests 
if employees have complaints they should 
"lake advantage of the grievance clause" in 
the present contract and file charges. 

According to selectmen, the next step is up 
Id iVforgan and the public works employees. 
They have three options. 

’They can physically block the incinerator 
and suffer the consequences. 

They can return to the table and finalize 
negotiations. 

Or they can retain the impasse, notify the 
National Labor Relations Board and ask for 
fact-finding and arbitration. 

"The ball is in their court now," said 
Sullivan. 

Meanwhile, agent Morgan declined to 
reveal the precise time the proposed physical 
blockage may occur except that it will be 
between 7 a.m. and noon. 

Thus far, the workers, sometimes aided by 
their children and other family members, 
have engaged in peaceful picketing at various 
town buildings, carrying signs to infqrm 
taxpayers of their plight.

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Four Finalists In Manager Post Have TM Experience 


Four town manager candidates’ names 
and qualifications are presently before 
Winchester Board of Selectmen for con¬ 
sideration, interviews within the next two 
weeks and ultimate selection of one. 

The position will pay from $25,000 to 
$30,000. 

In accordance with an agreement among 
selectmen and the ad hoc screening com¬ 
mittee for a new town manager, all can¬ 
didates names and present posts will remain 
confidential throughout the interviewing and 
screening process. 

Througli thumbnail sketches, selectmen 
and those present for the open meeting with 
the screening committee were able to obtain 
glimpses of the final four candidates selected 
from the 192 applications received. 

Brief verbal sketches were presented by 
professional recruiter Diane Capstaff who 
has been assisting the ad hoc screening 
committee. She used codes in order to keep 
everything confidential. 

RD-23 is a present town manager. For¬ 
merly administrator, he was chosen town 
manager when the municipality went to this 
form of government. He has experience with 
transition and dealing with people who oppose 
reorganization. His experience also covers 
collective bargaining, annual budgets and 
working closely with town employees. He is 
said to speak clearly and persuasively and 
possessing a sense of humor. 

DM-42 represents “seasoned professional 
people.” In the past 10 years, he has served 
three communities and has had extensive 
experience in government. He has written 
many publications, is on the board of direc¬ 
tors of a major Ma-ssachuselts society, served 


on a governor’s task force and can make 
difficult decisions and get good results from 
people. 

PP-64 is a civil engineer who started in a 
motor vehicle department with a New York 
city. From 1968 to 1973 he was assistant town 
manager of a large Connecticut town and is 
now a town manager. A well-organized man, 
he has experience in collective bargaining 
and computerized project planning. 

AH-67 has a master’s degree in public 
management and is presently a town 
manager in Maryland. Previously to that he 
was a town manager in New Jersey and 
assistant to a mayor in Connecticut. He is 
familiar with the town meeting form of 
government, collective bargaining, federal 
funding and is described as “creative, ar¬ 
ticulate and skillful at presentation.” 

Ad hoc screening committee chairman 
John G. McElwee said the candidates have 
not been .'’anked in order of preference. If 
such ranking is sought by selectmen, 
McElwee said his committee will do this after 
selectmen present their ranking of the can¬ 
didates first. 

Speaking for selectmen, chairman 
Lawrence T. Smith informed the screening 
committee that if any one of the selectmen is 
not satisfied with the four names presented, 
the board will ask for additional candidate 
offerings. 

McElwee and his group accepted this, but 
stressed it was the unanimous concensus of 
the screening committee that “anyone of 
these four can adequately fulfil! 
requirements.” 

He said each has been the object of an in- 
depth interview with at least three years as a 
town manager and holder of membership in 


the professional association of town 
managers. 

McElwee said the total expenses in travel 
for the selection of a town manager is $970. 
The breakdwon is $600 for candidates’ travel; 
$320 for committee members’ travel for In¬ 
terview,vs; and $50 for advertising. 

Li the pursuit of their task, McElwee said 
the committee made more than 100 contacts 
with candidates. The 192 applications were 
screened down to 12, then to four. Nine per¬ 
sonal interviews were conducted, and of these 
two have withdrawn their names. 

The screening committee met key 
department heads throughout the town and 
reported all to be "exceptionally 
cooperative,” said McElwee. 

They also spent an evening with the 
Charter Commission to take advantage of 
their intent in establishing the charter. 

Though the charter did not stipulate the 
town manager must have not less than three 
yqars’ experience as a town manager and 
hold membership in the professional 
organization, the committee did use this as 
criteria, said McElwee. 

Screening committee member Paul Amico 
urged selectmen to make their decision 
promptly. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar agreed saying 
that choosing a town manager “is the most 
important question to come to Winchester.” 
He favored making dates for candidate in¬ 
terviews right away. 

The screening committee was praised for 
their efficiency and results by selectmen and 
Robert Winn, a member of the audience. 
Screening committee member Rep. Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh said the success of the group 
was due to McElwee’s leadership and the 


assistance of Mrs. Capstaff. 

Following the open meeting on the subject 
selectmen went into executive session to 
discuss the four candidates with the screenina 
committee.

To fluoridate or not to fluoridate was the 
subject of article 30 at the 1955 annual town 
meeting. 

The March 25,1955 Star read, “At long last 
a standing vote was asked by the moderator 
and without any count, was declared to be in 
the affirmative. There was no doubt the ayes 
had it, but the registered vote was rather

surprisingly large in view of the slight op¬ 
position expressed.” 

The $8,500 appropriated and transferred 
from the Excess and Deficiency account 
expended by the Water and Sewer Board to 
install fluoridators has never been regretted 
by Dr. Lawrence Quigley Jr., then a member 
of the Finance Committee, who gave a report 
favoring fluoridation. 

An orthodontist, now a member of the 
Board of Health, Quigley comments, “It’s 


Public works employees, 
town still at impasse 


Public works employees and town officials 
are still at the impasse stage in contract 
negotiations after meeting Monday from 7:30 
p.m. until midnight. 

Speaking for the town employees was 
business agent Gardiner Morgan and 
representatives of the various town depart¬ 
ments. Representing the town was John J. 
Sullivan, selectmen, and members of the 
Personnel Bar Board. 

Throughout the evening, both groups held 
caucus meetings in separate rooms at the 
Town Hall. In between they met together. 

But on Tuesday morning, the negotiations 
were still at an “impasse,” said Morgan. 

Monday evening’s sessions were “good,” 
said Morgan who noted he expects an 
agreement compatible to both town officials 
and employees will be reached “but not 
before town meeting,” which convenes 
tonight. 

Morgan said “We’re getting closer,” and 
stressed that it was a mutual agreement that 


(he protagonists in the situatpon were back at 
the table. 

He noted a demonstration which was to 
have town employees physically blocking 
entrance to the town incinerator last Satur¬ 
day “was cancelled “as public works em¬ 
ployees decided they didn’t want to “in¬ 
convenience the townspeople.” 

The Star asked Morgan if he believes a 
contract will be reached by the end of town 
meeting. Morgan said yes he thinks 
so...probably the last item on the agenda. 

According to Sullivan there is a distinft 
possibility that a settlement will be reached 
before July 24, the date scheduled for 
mediation. 

’’Both sides are bargaining con¬ 
structively,” he said. “We’re getting down to 
the nitty gritty.” 

Sullivan was not as certain as Morgan that 
a final agreement would be reached before 
the close of town meeting but is hopeful. 


fortunate people had the wisdom to do this in 
1955. 1 tried to impress upon town meeting 
that Winchester should not be the first town to 
fluoridate its water, but neither should we be 
the last.” 

According to Quigley fluoridation is 
present in natural supply in many parts of 
southwestern United States. 

“It was an interesting case of serendipity. 
There were studies being done unrelated to 
fluoride when it was discovered inhabitants of 
of the Southwest and West had exceptionally 
strong teeth,” said Quigley. 

He described the structure upon which the 
tooth substance is built as being “like a bridge 
with lattice work.” 

“The fluoride ion, when put in water, at¬ 
taches itself to the calcium apatite cr>staline 
structure, forming a new and harder struc¬ 
ture called fluoriapatite.” 

According to Dr. Joseph P. O’Donnell, a 
Winchester pedodontist, there is no question 
but that fluoride makes for stronger enamel. 

“I can look in a child’s mouthy and tell 
where he’s from,” O’Donnell continued, 
labeling Winchester “an oasis” amidst non¬ 
fluoridating communities such as Medford, 
Woburn and Wellesley. 

The doctors explained fluoridation may be 
done from outside the tooth or by systemic 
means. 

The firtit way includes toothpaste, rinses 
and gum. 

While the latter involves fluoride vitamins, 
pills or water. 

Quigley feels the pill is disadvantageous 
due to the possibility of forgetting or abusing 
it. 

“Fluoridation taken by water is the most 
economical,” he added. 

O’Donnell emphasized the need for 
fluoride communities to have dentists put 
fluoride gel over teeth.

Macdonald’s bill aimed at reform of the FCC 


Sweeping new legislation 
aimed at reforming the 
Federal Communications 
Commission has been in¬ 
troduced by Congressman 
Torbert H. Macdonald. Calling 
regulatory reform "a primary- 
goal of this subcommittee,” 
Macdonald, who chairs the 
House Subcommittee on 
Communications, said he plans 
extensive hearings on the 
proposal. 

"Reform of the regulatory 
agencies is imperative if those 
agencies are to recapture their 
independence from the 
Executive Branch and to In¬ 
sure that they are completely 
independent of the industries 
which they are charged with 
regulating,” Macdonald said. 

"Too often, the public in¬ 
terest seems to be an af¬ 
terthought in the regulatory 
process,” the Congressman 
added. Macdonald said he felt 
that his bill would be "an ef¬ 
fective starting point for 
reorganization” and the 
legislation affecting the FCC 
would serve as "a model for 
the reform of other agencies.”

Manpower Secretary Smith 
says state has too many 
government employees

The state secretary of manpower and 
economic development. Howard Smith, says 
Massachusetts has too many government 
workers, and that to get the state back on its 
feet economically more government jobs will 
have to be eliminated. 

In an exclusive interview with a Boston 
radio sUytion, Smith said, “we've got to get 
our underlying economic base strengthened 
and more viable and growing, so that we can 
afford various Items of social overhead, and I 
think jobs in the public sector are one such 
item. There are too many.” 

Some state workers have already been 
fired as a result of Gov. Michael Dukakis’s 
insistence on an across-the-board 10 percent 
cutback In cabinet secretaries’ budgets. 
Dukakis has denied charges that the number 
of state employees has increa.sed since he 
look office...calling figures to that effect a 
statistical aberration. 

Comparing the state’s problems to those of 
private industry, Smith said, “When business 
is down, and the company is operating in the 
red, and It finds it has to trim its work force, it 
just plain does It....it’s very, very important 
that the state become more cost-effective and 
more efficient, and less of a burden to the 
taxpayers. It’s too bad that as part of this 
process some individuals will he adversely 
impacted, hut there’s no alternative." 

The Manpower Secretary’s statements 
come at a time when state employees are 
complaining that the governor has been using 
them as “pawns” In the budget-cutting 
process. 

Smith compared what might happen in 
Massachusetts if the budget isn’t trimmed, to 
what has already occurred in New York City. 
Smith said “these short-term, fly-now, pay 
later programs and solutions sooner or later 
catch up with you. New York City is the best 
example in the country I can think of where 
that process inevitably leads,...it’s my per¬ 
sonal opinion that New York City is no longer 
cconomieally viable, nor can it he made 


viable. I think they’ve had it. 

I think that New York City is now some 
kind of welfare state...that will have to be 
supported indefinitely by transfusions of 
.somebody else’s productivity. That’s a had 
way to he, but 1 think that’s New York’s 
destiny. We don’t want that to happen here.” 

Smith said it’s a possibility “in the narrow 
and short term" that Massachusetts might 
have to accept higher unemployment than 
other states while cuts are being made that 
will bring the economy hack into line. Looking 
to the future, Smith was generally optimistic 
about national economic trends, but doesn’t 
see Massachusetts’ economy getting belter 
(luiekly. 

The manpower secretary sees the state’s 
economic picture as looking much better in 
four years when Dukakis comes up for re- 
election. Smith sets as a goal getting the 
Massachusetts unemployment rate down to a 
par with the national level. 

“At the end of four years, there’ll be a very 
marked difference in the perception of this 
stale on the part of businessmen, both within 
and without the state. I think they will know 
that something’s changed...But will dozens of 
new plants have sprung up, each employing 
hundreds and hundreds of people? Probably 
not. that’s a little too much to ask.” 

Smith said, “In recent years 
Massachusell.s’ unemployment has 
traditionally been two or three percentage 
points higher than the national average. We 
should try to get ourselves at the national 
average, and tlien maybe we can go on from 
there and be better than average; hut If |t the 
end of four years we were at the average, I 
would think that a fantastically good job had 
l)een done." 

“It’s not going to be painless,” Smith 
concluded, “and it’s not going to come 
quickly. 1 think we have a classic case of 
everyone wanting to lock the barn door now 
that the horse is long gone.”

Robert Glickman of the Winchester 
Education Association was a delegate last 
week at the annual representative assembly 
meeting of the National Eduaction 
Association in Los Angeles. 

He was named to the Massachusetts 
delegation by mail vote of the 57,000 members 
of the Massachusetts Teachers Association. 

Policies and goals of the NEA arc set by 
the representative assembly. 

Its current goals fall into six funeral 
categories: an independent united teaching 
profession, professional excellence, economic 
security for all educators, adequate financing 
for public education, human and civil rights 
for all educators and children, and leadership 
in solving social problems. 

In order to more adequately fund local 
schools, the NEA will be working for passage 
of legislation providing one-third funding of 
the public schools by the federal government. 

Currently across the United States schools 
are funded by 50 percent local funds, 42 
percent state funds and eight percent federal 
funds. Passage of this kind of federal 
legislation could reduce reliance upon the 
property tax for local funding. 

John Ryor, mathematics teacher from 
Battle Creek, Mich., will be the new president 
of the 1.8 million member NEA. Ryor will 
become the fic^t NEA president to serve a 
two-year term and will assume his new duties 
in September. 

“It’s the cruelest of ironies,” claims Ryor, 
“that this country pays verbal homage to 
education ns ‘our greatest national asset’ and 
then refuses to fund...programs necessary to 
educate kids. 

“The time is at hand,” said Ryor, “for us 
(teachers) to stop being the economic yo-yo 
for the ups and downs of the economy.” 

Ryor also promised to “move heaven and 
earth to see that the equal rights amendment 
is passed this year.” 

The Massachusetts delegation secured 
passage of a vote of confidence to Judge 
Arthur Garrity’s work in the Boston school 
desegregation case. 

Mary Gilmore, Weymouth teacher and 
president of the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association, told the assembly,“Segregation 
is socially destructive, educationally un¬ 
sound, contrary to NEA principles and 
against the law.” 

She added, “We must call for compliance 
with Judge Garrity’s decision to begin the

long overdue desegregation of the Boston 
schools.”

lor the position of a senior cUlzens recreation 
program director. 

The most controversial of the zoning by¬ 
laws is a proposal by the Planning Board to 
change the maximum height of buildings in 
an RB district from 45 to 50 feet and the 
number of stories from four to NR (no 
restrictions). 

While Recreation favors keeping a senior 
citizens recreation program director to 
coordinate and plan ongoing and new (many 
oversubscribed) programs, selectmen are 
against appropriating the funds. 

Recreation has Indicated to selectmen, 
according to chairman Lawrence T. Smith, 
Recreation Director Donald Spi.ney and his 
staff "are too busy to absorb these kinds of 
senior citizen plan^.”

maximum penetration of 30 microns, making 
and the outermost layer of enamel stronger 
teeth more resistant to acid and consequently 
to cavities. 

“Tfie two treatments (receiving fluoride 
through water and by dentists) arc important 
together. 

Fluoride toothpaste penetrates the tooth 
less than the dentist’s gel, he concluded. 

Michael Connolly of the Water and Sewer 
Board explained Winchester’s water is 
fluoride treated at the rate of one part per 
million. 

A third of the town’s water, obtained fi'om 
the Metropolitan District Commission, comes 
from a station on Ridge street. The rest stems 
from the north and south reservoir stations. 

According to Michael Saraco of the Board 
of Health, Winchester was the fourth or fifth 
community to fluoridate its water. 

Danvers was the first In MassachusetLs, he 
said. 

Drs. Quigley and O’Donnell said an- 
tifluoridationlsts’ arguments include the evils 
of mass medication and the assumption that 
fluroide is harmful to teeth. 

While Quigley admits an overabiindancc of 
the chemical may cause brown spots on teeth 
he quoted a need for 10 or 13 parts of water per 
million fluoridated for this to occur. 

“It’s u physical impossibility,” he added. 
“You’d have to drink 40 bathtubs full of water 
at one sitting.” 

Quigley explained Winchester has n 
system Of checks and balances inspected 
regularly by the state health department 
which automatically slops the input of 
fluoride. 

He noted in World War I and II 
Massachusetts had one of the largest military 
rejections of any stiite due to its inhabitants’ 
poor teeth. . 

It was felt the reason for this was the low 
supply of fluoride in the general area, he said. 

According to Quigley the 1955 fluoride 
discussion was not particularly controversial. 


“People in Winchester listened to facts 
more, they were more scientifically oriented, 

better educated to accept explanations. 

A difficulty of the whole situation was 

towns and cities had no opportunity for a 
complete examination of the problem. 

“Cities are so limited, so bureaucratic. 
The most ideal form of government is the 
town meeting. We had the opportunity to 
bring the total picture before town meeting.” 

O’Donnell and Quigley agrccd.fear is the 
basic reason for some persons’ hesitation on 
fluoridating water. 

“Their thinking is 'nobody tells me what to 
do,’” O’Donnell commented. 

Quigley noted the benefit of fluoridation to 
children. “1 can .see the difference in terms of 
them.” 

“Years ago it was rare for children not to 
have cavities,” he added. "Now I see it quite 
often. It is a strong dramatic, clinical 
change.” 

According to Dr. James Dunning, 
spokesman for fluoridation at the 1955 town 
meeting, statistics continue to prove 
fluoridation effective in keeping children’s 
teeth healthy. 

A profes.sor of ecological dentistry at 
Harvard University, he slated, “Reports 
from providence, R. I., show a 68 percent 
reduction in cavities in children in decayed, 
missing and filled permanent teeth after 20 
years of fluoridation.” 

The advantages of fluoridation may also 
be seen from the financial point of view, 
Quigley contended. 

“The wealthy can afford the luxury of not 
having fluoride. Poor people need protection. 
It's less expensive to the stale in terms of 
dental care for welfare recipients.” 

Quigley noted the Massachusetts 
legislature recently approved funds for all 
MDt? water to be fluoridated. Through a 
majority vote those communities supplied 
with water from MDC will automatically 
receive fluoridated water.

Would it surprise you to learn that the cost 
of a telephone call from Boston to London is 
nearly $2 more than a call from I^ndon to 
Boston? Does it disturb you that it is both 
easier and more economical for the average 
European to fly on a charter flight to the 
United States, than it is for an American to 
make that same trip abroad? 

The reason for these glaring in¬ 
consistencies lies at the heart of the 
regulatory process in this country. It is a 
process which badly needs reforming if the 
public interest is to be served. 

Failure of regulatory agencies 

In recent years, there has been mounting 
criticism of the federal regulatory process. 
The main allegation is that the av ’mies have 
become less concerned with reh .lion in the 
public interest and have become preoccupied 
with perpetuating the industries which they 
are supposed to be regulating. 

The current railroad crisis is an excellent 
example. The policies of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board (which regulates air transportation) 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
(which regulates truck transportation) have 
been developed to provide those forms of 
transportation at the expense of the railroads. 
Each agency has gone off in its own direction 
without a coherent policy to assure that a 
coordinated transportation network was 
developed. Rates and routes are determined 
with very little consideration given to the 
overall needs of the public. Too often, the 
public interest comes into the regulatory 
process only as an afterthought. 

There has been much written about 
regulatory reform and a large number of 
studies have been made, but there has been 
no action forthcoming. Congress, which 
established the federal regulatory agencies, 
has the responsibility for reasserting its role 
in making certain that the regulatory process 
becomes responsive to the public interest. 

Congressional action: FCC reform 

legislation 

As Chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Communications and in an attempt to 
reassert Congressional oversight, I have 
introduced a bill Qimed at reforming the 
Federal Communications Commission over 
which I have jurisdiction. It is my hope that 
this bill will provide a model for making 
needed changes in other regulatory agencies. 
The bill has three main goals: to reduce the 
control of the Executive Branch over these 
agencies; to provide Congress with the tools 
which it must have to do a good job of over¬ 
sight; and to open up the process to greater 
public involvement and scrutiny. 

For example, the bill requires that all 
meetings be open to the public unless the 
agency casts a recorded vote to close them. 
This is the same rule which the House of 
Representatives has adopted for itself for all 
committee meetings, and the procedure has 
been working well. It gives the public the 
opportunity to observe the system in 
operation and increases their opportunity to 
affect decisions. 

However, merely opening the regulatory 
process up to the public does not address the 
broader problem. Congress must begin to re¬ 
examine the basic laws upon which regulation 
is founded. For example, the Com¬ 
munications Act which governs the way in 
which the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission deals with the various aspects of 
telecommunications is over forty years old. It 
was enacted at a time when radio was in its 
Infancy, when television was largely a dream, 
and before satellites, CATV, and microwave 
technology had been developed. The FCC 
cannot be expected to operate with such an 
outdated law and still make decisions which 
serve the “public interest, convenience and 
necessity in this day and age." 


FPC industry dominated 
There is at least one agency which seems 
to have lost its public perspective almost 
entirely. The Federal Power Commission is 
almost totally dominated by the oil com¬ 
panies and the electric utility companies. For 
example, the FPC relies totally on statistics 
supplied by the industries in making decisions 
on prices and rates. As a result, the public 
generally is left to protest after the rate in¬ 
crease is put into effect. As a matter of fact, a 
year ago, I took the FPC to court to reverse a 


decision on natural gas prices. Both the Court 
of Appeals and the Supreme Court agreed 
with me that the FPC had exceeded its 
authority in making a decision which did not 
properly protect or reflect the interest of the 
consumer. Clerly, there is a need for revising 
(he FPC’s mandate to insure that the con¬ 
sumer is more adequately represented. 

Action needed now on .regulatory reform 

Essentially, what is required is a full-scale 
revision of the regulatory laws and reform of 
the regulatory process to make certain that 
American technology and know-how are 
being used to the best possible advantage of 
the public. The time for further study has 
passed, and the moment for decisive action 
has arrived.

Following guidelines of the Ethnic Heritage 
Studies Act of 1B71 — to promote opportunities 
for American students to learn about their 
cultural heritage and to study contributions to 
the nation made bv other cultural heritages — 
the project will call upon Armenian- 
American teachers in Lexington and Newton 
public schools, educators at Boston State 
College, Harvard and Brandels and the 
Armenian Educational Council of the 
Armenian Relief Society to assist in 
developing activity-oriented materials 
dealing wi^ the Armenians' past and culture. 

The grant will investigate the Image of 
Armenians in scholarly texts, school readers 
and other mass produced materials to correct 
distortions, biases and omissions regarding 
Armenians in history and civilization. 

A nation wide advisory council will be 
called upon for advice. 

Mirak, a life-long resident of Winchester, 
was graduated from Winchester High School 
in 1951. 

He holds degrees from Williams College, 
Oxford University and Harvard University. 

A student of ethnic history, he published 
studies in the New England Quarterly, the 
Journal of General Education and Recent 
Studies in Modern Armenian History. 

He is completing a book on the Armenian- 
American community. 

Mirak and his wife, Alice, have two 
daughters, Jill and Jennifer.

Kennedy's oil uiiieiHlnienUj to protect region 


Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
last week expressed his 
satisfaction with the Senate 
adoption of two amendments to 
protect New England and other 
regions from the full impact of 
any future embargo. 

The first amendment 
requires the FEA ad¬ 
ministrator to establish 
regional strategic reserves for 
No. 2 fuel oil equivalent to 90 
days supply of No. 2 fuel oil 
imports during the previous 
years heating season. The 
second amendment gives the 
administrator authority to 
adjust refinery runs in the 
event of an embargo so as to 


increase the production of No. 2 
fuel nil or such other fuels for 
which there is an urgent need. 

Senator Kennedy said, 
“These provisions will com¬ 
plement the intent of the 
Strategic Energy Reserve Act 
of 1975 to prevent ‘in¬ 
terruptions or reductions 
(which) would have a 
disruptive effect, creating 
hardships for millions of 
Americans.''' 

Senator Kennedy said, “In 
New England we are talking of 
nearly 15 million Americans, 90 
percent who rely on No. 2 fuel 
oil for their heating needs. In 
the Mid-Atlantic states we are 


talking of another 40 million 
Americans, a vast percentage 
who also rely on home heating 
oil for their heating needs. 

“While this bill was of 
crucial importance and Its 
provisions for regional product 
reserves including residual 
fuel oil extremely important, I 
fell the absence of any 
provision to establish a home 
heating oil reserve, was a 
serious flaw,” Senator Ken¬ 
nedy said. 

Now by adopting these 
amendments we insure that 
our goal of reducing both the 
political impact of an Imbargo 
threat and the actual economic 


impact of an embargo, will be 
achieved. 

The senator said that the six 
states of New England con¬ 
sume more than 20 percent of 
the nation’s home heating oil; 
the nine Northeastern — New 
England plus New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania — 
consume nearly 65 percent. 
These states rely heavily in 
some areas 90 percent or more, 
on home heating oil. The 
senator said that his amend¬ 
ments would Insure regional 
.strategic home heating oil 
reserves in these areas.

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Town Meeting breezes through special; 
TEA contract on agenda tonight 


Town meeting covered 16 articles out of a 
17-article warrant Thursday night after 
moderator Raymond Kenney made a plea for 
a quicker, more orderly meeting. 

Developer Edward Reiss, who recently 
purchased the Bonnell property for an 
apartment building, requested a change of 
the maximum height of buildings from four 
stories to five in article one. 

The apartment building, on 47,000 square 
feel of land, will have 73 units, two elevators 
and an underground garage. Construction 
will begin immediately, said Rei.ss. 

The Planning Board recommended 
favorable action. According to chairman 
Michael Boodakian, a July 7 Planning Board 
public hearing report considered five stories 
consistent with the 45-foot maximum building 
height. 

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Lawrence Smith advised favorable action due 
to the “need lor new viability in the center. 
This is a valuable step for rehabilitation of the 
center,” he continued. 

Richard Richmond. Finance Committee 
chairman, urged a yes vote, noting the tax 
base may improve. 


Town meeting member Jessie Salter 
asked townspeople to take an interest and 
watch building proceedings. “This is the 
beginning of a beautiful Main street,” she 
said. 

“Forty-five feet at the mean grade, five 
stories, is high enough for any Winchester 
building.“ she concluded. 

Town meeting member Walter Farrell 
was concerned about the health and safety 
aspect of the development. 

Noting the property surrounds a gas 
station and body shop, he wondered about 
possible .spillage and vapors when tankers 
deliver gas. 

“We are getting closer and closer to en¬ 
vironmental knowledge. People want clean 
air. We are building for the future. Let’s aim 
for the best and include aesthetics,” he ad¬ 
ded. 

Article one passed 114 -8. 

Sixty dollars was appropriated for ad¬ 
vertising. 

Article 2. calling for amending the zoning 
bylaw of the maximum height of buildings 
from 4.') to 55 feet and the maximum height of 
buildings from four stories to no restriction. 


was indefinitely postponed as recommended 
by the Planning Board and the Finance 
Committee. 

Articles 3-6 dealt with changing town- 
owned land from conservancy institutional 
districts to residential districU? for private 
purchase. 

Article 3 concerning 10 Marshall rd., 
carried 122-2 with $75 appropriated for ad¬ 
vertising; article four, 5 Alben st., carried 
126-1 with $75 for advertising; article five. 6 
Reservoir st., carried 119-3 with $90 for ad¬ 
vertising; and article six. 54-56 Fletcher st.. 
carried 118-1 with $75 for advertising. 

The Planning Board. Board of Selectmen 
and Finance Committee approved favorable 
action. Article 7 considered bids for the 
property, received July 14. 

Article 3 received 10 bids, the highest of 
which was $38,101.50 from Gora C. Banerjee 
of Newton. 

Article 4 received 14 l)ids. since the highest 
bidder withdrew, confirmation was still 
needed for the second highest bid of $29,000.00 
from Paul A. O’Leary of Wakefield. 

Article 5 received 13 bids including one 
impro|)crly submitted bid. Highest was 


$26,001.50 from Jose J. Braga of Cambridge. 

Article 6 received 10 bids, the highest of 
which was $15,672.00 from Sherman 
Joseph.son of 824 Main st. 

'I'lie Board of Selectmen advised af¬ 
firmative action on the bids totalling $100,000, 
as did Richard Richmond of Finance who 
explained the total assessed value of the 
property w’as $75,000, a 68 percent valuation. 

Noting the property was “better in private 
hands.” Richmond said the property at 10 
Marshall rd. was purchased in 1968 for 
$30.0(K); the property at 5 Alben st. was 
purchased in 1968 for $22,000; the property at 
6 Reservoir st. was bought in 1967 for $22,500 
and the property at 54-56 Fletcher st. was 
purcha.sOd in 1968 for $14,500. 

Article 8 to authorize the selling of 26

According to the article, an expert panel of 
judges rated the winning suburban towns 
covering states across the nation on how they 
are coping with the problems of schools, 
crime, pollution, taxes, transportation and 
race relations. 

In the Boston area Winchester was 
selected number one with Lincoln and 
Wellesley running second and third. 

This is what the article savs of Winchester. 

Few American cities can match Boston in 
history and culture, or its exciting blend of old 
and new. 

Just eight miles north of Boston Common. 
Winchester, Mass., is ideally situated to take 
advantage of all its metropolitan attractions 


- and of Boston’s location as the hub of New 
England. Passenger trains whisk you to 
downtown Boston in less than 15 minutes, and 
you are a short drive away from Route 128, 
which circles Boston, as well as interstate 
highways that provide quick access to a four- 
seasoned playground. 

All Southern New England is within a two- 
hour radius, and 23,000 Winchester residents 
enjoy this accessibility. 

Colonial designs predominate in the 
homes, which range In price from $50,000 to 
$90,000 and above. There are no slums. 

The central business district is compact 
and attractive, and even though there are 
several vacant stores the Board of Selectmen 
refuses to permit pizza parlors or sandwich 
shops to open there.

Four Winchester merchants are tired of 
negativism regarding Winchester Center. 

Hugo LaFuaci, owner of Winchester 
Music. Thompson street, comments. “If 
people keep telling you you don’t look good, 
you get self-conscious. Customers get turned 
off from the bad publicity.” 

Jack Chitel, of Chitel’s men’s clothing, Mt. 
Vernon street, concurs. “The greatest 
detriment to downtown Winchester is the 
brainwashed, preconditioned idea that the 
thing has gone to pot and is no good anyway. ” 

Lawrence livans, proprieter of LaRosa’s 
Sub Shop, Main street, looks frustrated. “I 
don't know what it is about this town.” 

And Myron Berlow, owner of Berlow’s 
Home Accessories, Main street, maintains, 
“It’s hard to be optimistic.” 

They are all trying diligently to discover 
why people don’t look to Winchester Center 
when it comes to shopping. 

Berlow commented on the large number of 
persons who enter his store and exclaim, “I 
didn’t know you had this! I’ve been to Boston, 
to Burlington MiM, all over the place! 

“People must learn to shop here first,” he 
said. “They’ll be surprised at what they 
find.” 

Chitel states, “For the most part you can 
buy almost anything in the town without 
getting in your car, fighting 128, the mall and 
gasoline prices.” 

LaFauci and Berlow admit there will be a 
greater selection of goods at the 40-store mall. 

But the merchants ar^ adamant about the 
advantages of center shopping outweighting 
disadvantages. 

Better quality merchandise, professional 
knowledge and courtesy lead the list. 

Chitel noted he will spend money on a long 


distance phone call to order something for a 
customer. 

Personal service is confined to the local 
shopping district, the merchants are con¬ 
vinced. 

“Malls arc impersonal and uncaring,” 
according to Berlow. “This isn’t true of 
locals. Their livelihood depends on the 
townspeople. We care about them.” 

Hugh LaFauci wants to dispel the myth 
about higher prices in the center. ‘I’m very 
competitive,” he said. 

Evans notes, “People say the prices here 
are too high. But Winchester Music is in line 
with Lechmere’s.” 

Myron Berlow agrees. “Local stores are 
competitive with mall prices. I have the same 
goods hero as R.H. Stearns, Jordan Marsh 
and Shreve, Crump and Low.” 

“How can we as intelligent business people 
and owners of our own establishments price 
ourselves out of existence?” Chitel queries. 

“The public isn’t stupid. It knows when it’s 
getting overcharged.” 

Myron Berlow mentiooned a conception of 
the private businessmen which bothers him: 

“...that the private businessman is a 
multi-millionaire and drives home in his 
Cadillac to a 12-room house.” 

“The small business man is being 
squeezed because his profits are being cut. 
Merchandise costs more, overhead is going 
wild and the gap between the two is 
widening,” he continued. 

Jack Chitel noted the downtown mer¬ 
chants’ rent Is less costly than at a mall. 
“Their overhead is greater, it’s logical their 
prices would be higher.” 

He mentioned a raison d’etre of downtown 
business establishments: “good merchandise 


at-fair prices without fancy labels.” 

As far as Evans is concerned. “The rich 
are driving business out of the town. We’re 
dealing with an upper middle to upper class 
income. They are usually frugal investors and 
savers. That type doesn’t spend money.” 

He mentioned the Shore road tailor shop 
owned by Thomas Lynch, going out of 
business after 30 years. 

Lynch, however, doesn’t blame his 
troubles on Winchester. “The cleansing 
business is In trouble in general.” he con¬ 
fided. 

The merchants had different ideas about 
problems belaboring the center. 

Evans contended parking was the villain. 
“People can’t park without getting tickets.” 
he said. 

Chitel disagrees, “There is no dearth of 
parking,” while Berlow claims. “There is 
adequate parking space here. And there's 
nothing wrong with meters!” 

Neither does LaFauci feel parking is a 
problem. “I wish it were,” he smiled. “That 
would tell me we’re doing a real hustling 
business!” 

LaFauci feels quality stores are needed. 
But Evans, while admitting the center could 
use more variety, states, “Winchester is loo 
small a town to Invite different businesses on 
a higher caliber to come in.” 

Berlow said the center has a good variety 
of stores. “People say they want a depart¬ 
ment store. But bigger stores are committed 
to malls.” 

Still, Evans doesn’t con.sider tli(‘ town 
sorely lacking in heterogeneity. “There are 
enough shops here. People go to the mall 
because it’s enclosed and yoii don’t have to 
worry about meters.” 
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His parents. Mr. and Mrs. William J. 
Fallon of i Chesterford ter., say that when 
Paul is not writing stories he may be found 
each morning at the high school art program 
operated by the Recreation Department, or 
directing a team of fellow sandcastlers in the 
creation of crenellated fortresses at Leonard 
Beach.

Saltmarsh expects tax rise 
due to $700 million deficit 


Corrective legislation is needed in 
Massachusetts because there is "very little 
checks and reins." 

This statement was made by Rep. Sher¬ 
man W. Saltmarsh Jr. to selectmen when the 
former met with the town officials to give a 
progress report on state government. 

Saltmarsh, who is on the General Court’s 
committees on public services and tran¬ 
sportation, said the Commonwealth’s fiscal 
affairs "are a lot worse than you read." 

He said though the budget is $13 million 
less than last year and supposed to be "a 10 
percent cut across the board,’’ there is still a 
$700 million deficit. 

Holding the state budget in his hands as he 
talked. Saltmarsh said, "By law we should 
have had this budget in January. We got it a 
few weeks ago and it contained no ex¬ 
planations and was merely a print-out." 

Noting the legislators will have to make 
individual cuts if administrators of the dif¬ 
ferent departments don’t cut enough, he said 
he expects there will be a $700 million tax 
increase. 

"We’re up to a our knees in taxes," he said 
adding that soon "we’ll be up to our waists 
and then our mouths." 

Saltmarsh said during the first six months 
of this year the Legislature has not passed 
any new programs. This is a sign they are 
heading for fiscal responsibility he said. 

State employees did not have collective 
bargaining, he said. 

On the subject of public employees having 
the right to strike, Saltmarsh said he was 
against this. 

He called the workers "trustees of the 
public welfare” which puts them in a dif¬ 
ferent category from private industry. 

As public workers, he said, they have 
rights and benefits not found in private in¬ 
dustry such as job security. 

He said there was legislation recently to 
give public welfare workers the opportunity 
to strike. He was against this as he would be 
against legislation prohibiting their striking. 
There is no need for legislation in this regard, 
he said. 

In a week’s time, Saltmarsh said he 
contacted over 100 legislators. The bill was 
defeated 174-49, he said. 

Saltmarsh reported on the B&M Railroad 
and the MBTA and their recent impasse 
which ultimately led to an agreement 
whereby MBTA agreed to pay $39.5 million 
for 250 miles of New England track and 84 
Buddliner railroad cars. 


Saltmarsh said B&M ridership has 
dropped 10-12 percent or 9,200 riders per day. 
The farebox doesn’t support the costs iti- 
volved. 

On the reason why commuters do not use 
trains, Saltmarsh points out the accessibility 
of Boston through route 93. Also B&M service 
has been poor and trains are slow and dirty. 
They are designed for 70 mph, said Salt¬ 
marsh, "but we haven’t seen that service in 20 
years." 

Selectmen chairman Lawrence T. -Smith 
asked Saltmarsh if he thought the idea of 
eliminating fares might be helpful. 

Saltmarsh did not favor the idea. "As long 
as we aren’t spending more to collect it," said 
Saltmarsh, "we’d want to continue collecting 
revenues.’’ 

On the question of the need for Civil Ser¬ 
vice, Saltmarsh told selectmen if the Civil 
Service study committee comes up with a 
recommendation Involving a need for 
legislation, he would be happy to file it for 
them. "Town meeting support would be 
needed, he said. 

Saltmarsh said he has been in touch with 
William G. Flynn, secretary of the State 
Department of Community Affairs, regarding 
the funding for elderly housing on Palmer 
street and was told that Winchester is one of 
the priority-labeled communities for funds 
when they are released. The Boston Housing 
Court recently froze funding to outside of 
Boston communities. 

At present the Supreme Judicial Court is 
reviewing the situation and Flynn is hopeful 
of a favorable ruling shortly.

MDC gets out of ambulance work 


Metropolitan District Commissioner John 
F. Snedeker has made application to the 
Department of Public Health in order to meet 
the legal requirements of a new state law 
shich will allow MDC police officers to con¬ 
tinue to transport injured persons while 
"phasing out" of the ambulance business. 

Metropolitan Police Superintendent 
Laurence J. Carpenter has issued a general 
order to all members of his department 
outlining the department’s responsibilities in 
the handling of injured parties within 
Metropolitan police jurisdiction under the 
new law. 

The order’states in part, "Effective at 
midnight, July 14, 1975, Metropolitan police 
officers will not transport accident victims 
from the scenes of accidents to hospitals or 
give medical treatment except in cases of 
minor injuries or illness or in case of the 
exceptions noted." 

Carpenter’s order provides the following 
exceptions, "In the case of a major 
catastrophe in which the number of certified 
emergency ambulances in the locality of the 
catastrophe are insufficient to provide the 
required emergency medical transportation

Further, "As a result of less than 100 
percent assurance of the availability of 
emergency mediqal transportation service, I 
have issued the order regarding the 
responsibility of the Metropolitan Police in 
transporting injured parties," said Car¬ 
penter.

Take Winchester out of the 
‘irresponsible parenthood’ 
category; be a volunteer

“Children — do you know where your 
parents are tonight?” 

This reversal of rhetorical question hit the 
airwaves not too long ago as a response to the 
normal question. “Between the hours of 5:30 
and 8 p.m.,” for Instance, could be a 
meaningful addition to the above qhote. 

In its answer lies what I feel is perhaps 
more pertinent today than ever before. It can 
be seen in the ever widening opportunities for 
young people's activities. 

In order to provide adequate leisure-time 
choices for the supposedly aimless youth, 
adults have gone far beyond normal bounds 
and provided so many outlets that their 
children are befuddled. 

Having dutifully opened the gates, parents 
can now widen their activities, since they 
have legislated for volunteers to “baby sit" 
for them, and everyone in the family goes 
(heir own merry way. 

While Johnny and Mary are dropped off at 
the athletic field or pool. Mom and Dad are 
pursuing other activities, and often the 
volunteers (coaches, managers) are ex()ecled 
to see that the children get home. (1 had a call 
from a father at 10 p.m. one night asking if I 
knew where his son was since the father had 
left him at the baseball field at 5:30, and the 
boy had not gotten home yet.) 

Winchester is not alone in this 
disassociation of the family. Other towns are 
experiencing the same situation. 

The parent-spectators at any Little League 
game, for instance, is minimal. Attendance 
has been going steadily down* for the past 
several years. 

The child wants to play ball, the parent 
wants him or her to play ball, but the parent is 
unwilling to give up any of his or her time to 
encourage any activity. 

How much time? As an umpire, referee or 
coach for any organized sport would probably 
take a maximum of six hours a week, for a 
Iwo-month season. How little can be asked of 
a parent before he volunteers? 

Perhaps the remarks of another father 
shows the direction we should take. 

He said he felt the children were missing 
out on growing up by having things organized 
for them. 

He said “when I was a boy” baseball was 
getting a couple of friends into a pick-up 
game, inventing rules and playing anywhere 
(hey could find room. 

Perhaps all organized activities beyond 
(he school should be disorganized so that the 
kids would learn to use their own initiatives. 

I don’t agree, but without parents’ 
cooperation as leader-volunteers, spectators, 
or what, how are the offspring supposed to 
learn skills, sportsmanship, cooperation and 
teamwork if the parents show none of these 
assets in their activities? 

Not that the parents haven’t had many 
opportunities. In the past several years. Little 
League, has had two men volunteer for coach 
or umpire—and the opportunity was on the 
registration form. Immediately below (he 
parents’ permission signature. 

Two out of a potential 400! 

We. and other athletic teams have had to 
beg and plead with parents to volunteer — in 
vain. 

As a result, much younger boys have l)een 


asked to be coaches: men and women without 
children in (he program have been drafted; 
and games have been forfeited because of a 
shortage of players when parents take them 
off for .something else 

But when a parent does show up at a game, 
you can rest assured he or she will tell the

coach and the umpires where they are \,rong, 
and most vociferously. 

Woburn had the volunteer problem a 
couple of years ago. They called a meeting of 
all players and parents one evening and flatly 
stated “no volunteers for umpiring — no 
sea.son.” Twenty-five men did volunteer, and 
since they found it wasn’t as horrendous as 
they thought it would he, they have had no mlIcrMt parkway 

problem getting umpires. 

It’s time parents took an active interest in 
what their kids are doing. 

Without volunteer umpires in Little 
Ix^ague ba.sehall, to put it another way, it has 
cost Winchester Little League $2,600 per 
.season for major league and senior league 
umpires. 

'The senior league (ages 13-15) has to pay 
SlOper manandat the major league level (10- 
12 years old). 

High schoolers are employed at a going 
rale, but the minor leaguers have to shift for 
themselves and rely on coaches and an oc¬ 
casional father to umpire. Those who have 
witnessed some of these games can attest to 
the fact that the minor league umpiring 
leaves much to be desired. 

In the Cap League (week-ends), we have 
more than enough volunteers, but when the 
kids gel up to nine years old, and play during 
the week, the fathers disappear! 

Now is not too soon for Winchester parents 
with children going into athletic activities in 
the 1975-1376 season to volunteer a couple of 
hours a week to help mold their children’s 
future through sport competition. Perhaps, 

(hen, they could see for themselves the task is 
not a difficult one. They might even enjoy It. 

Call the director or president of your son’s 
or daughter’s activity and agree to do 
something to help out. They will appreciate it. 

Your children will appreciate It. And the 
tasks will become miniscule for everyone. 

Help take Winchester out of the 
“Irresponsible parenthood” category. 

Volunteer to help. It takes so little and gives 
so much.

public schools costs taxpayers $1,000 or so. 

There are conceivably other costs to the 
community also. If the landlord cannot make 
an economic return on the building, the lack 
of maintenance will soon make the property a 
neighborhood eyesore. 

I would be interested in hearing from other 
tenants who are similarly affected. 

In closing, let me observe that zoning 
restrictions seem to work best when there is a 
fairly uniform character to a neighborhood. 

Where this is not the case, flexible policies 
.should be available. 

I would urge thoughtful residents to 
reconsider the present zoning enforcement 
policy, as it seems to incur out-of-pocket and 
other costs to the community.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Recently the town zoning administrator 
has been more stringently enforcing the 
zoning by-law. Consequently, owners of quite 
a number of large houses in the RG (Single 
and Double Residence) zone who have 
unofficially converted them to multi- 
apartment use. now must reduce the use to 
two dwelling units, or by zoning variance, to 
three dwelling units. 

Friends tell me that a second consequence 
of the recent enforcement has been 
notification of some households that no more 
than four unrelated individuals may reside 
per household. 

Enforcement of any regulation to promote 
Ihe general health, safety, convenience, and 
welfare is commendable. However, the 
recent zoning actions highlight aspects of the 
zoning by-law and policy that need review. 

In my immediate neighborhood, zoned for 
single and double residences, there is a 
striking intermixture of large and small 
houses. It seems unrealistic to restrict both 
an eight-room house and its neighbor, a 
twenty-room house, to two dwelling units 
apiece. 

I am a tenant in a converted century old 
house. There are five separate apartments in 
a 17-room (not counting bathrooms) building 
AI pre::enl. there are five employed adults 
living here. 

During Ihe eight years that I have been 
acquainted with the property, there have 
never been more than one or two adults per 
apartment. During the same period there 
have been no school age children living here. I 
mention tliese facts simply to point out that 
this is not a tenement where occupants are 
catching TB from one another. 

My landlord has been notified to reduce 
the number of dwelling units to no more than 
two by Aug. 31.1975.1 do not know what action 
he will lake so as to comply with the by law. 
He may very well tear out three kitchens and 
make two apartments, each having four to 
seven bedrooms. 

There is likely,a limited rental market for 
lhe.se large units because a family would 
customarily seek the tax advantages of home 
ownership. Unrelated individuals-limited to 
four per dwelling unit, remember -woulri 

Or a large family could .seek welfare 
subsidy for an apartment here. Either 
alternative could be more costly to Win¬ 
chester.

DEADLINES 


Most every week someone complains that 
a news brief about a husband’s promotion or a 
child’s placement on a dean’s list did not 
appear on a page suitable to them, appeared 
without the photograph submitted, or just 
didn’t get in the week it was submitted. 

We have empathy for these readers. We 
consider all of their stories important or we 
wouldn’t accept and prepare them for 
publication in the first place. 

But just like everything else the 
newspaper business has its priorities. I,et me 
explain some. 

First priority includes what we call “hard 
news.” This is news of immediate interest 
such as an oil spill in the waterways, some 
kind of holocaust, black children coming to 
Winchester’s schools. 

Also among first priority items are up¬ 
coming events such as recreation and sports 
to be conducted during the coming week; 
goings-on at Town Hall and in the School 
Department; obituaries, 'organizational 
meetings which are upcoming and as many 
high quality photographs as possible. 

Next priority will be upcoming events 
which may be happening beyond seven days 
hence. 

And third priority will be news which has 
already happened but not of urgent interest. 
Among these (important but not urgent) 
stories we may find social news, birth an¬ 
nouncements, personals and school and 
career awards. 

And first priority among the third priority 
will be news happening in Winchester with 
news happening outside of Winchester 
following. 

As far as photographs go, if the picture 
submitted is of good quality, with clear 
contrast between lights and darks, chances 
are it will appear — if space permits. 

There is an expense to prepare a picture 
for publication. But because this is a part of 
the business, this is an expense The Star 
gladly accepts. 

There are many photographs prepared for 
publication, however, which do not appear — 
purely for lack of space. Sometimes, as was 
the case this week, a story becomes discon¬ 
nected from its picture and gets into the paper 
without the photograph through oversight. 
(I’m sorry the caller was so irate that she 
hung up before I had an opportunity to say 
anything. I am also sorry that she took the 
oversight (lack of a man’s picture with his 
award story) as a slap against the gen¬ 
tleman.) 

I might also mention the cost of 
reproducing all photographs in The Star is 
borne by the paper. When I was an editor for 
The Elizabethon Star in Elizabethon, Tenn., 
there was a charge for every picture sub¬ 
mitted by readers: $5 for one column size; $10 
for two column and $15 for three; and the 
customer did not always have an opportunity 
to choose the column size. That was 15 years 
ago. Their price is probably higher now. 

Now we corhe to placement of a story. 

This is purely a matter of chance. Some of 
the elements contributing to this medley of 
placement include the day the story arrived 
(was it Thursday, Friday or Monday 
(deadline) previous to issue?), did the story 
have to be rewritten or just copy edited, and 
did the typesetter do a excellent or poor 
typing job? Add to this the size of the com¬ 
pleted story and a matching size space in the 
paper. 

The writing for each issue of The Star 
begins on the date of the previous issue 
(Thursday). This means that much of the 
third priority news is processed first. 
Therefore, third priority news received in 
advance of deadline by more than a day is 
processed before that received on the 
deadline day. In other words, the earlier the 
copy is received, the quicker it will be 
processed and ready for paste-up on a page 
Wednesday forenoon. 

It must be remembered though that third 
priority news is third priority and may be 
placed in what a reader might call a secon¬ 
dary position. 

Here again what a reader might call a 
secondary position and what is a secondary 
position is questionable. Surveys have been 
taken and report what so-called experts say is 
the place a reader’s eye will hit first. 

Here again there are so many variables 
there aren’t any hard-fast rules. The personal 
habits of the reader and the overall 
typography of the page can throw any ex¬ 
perts’ survey finding out the window. 

We all know that readers have their own 
special interest. For instance, if a person 
enjoys social news, a brief personal on that 
page will be read before one on the sports 
page and vice-versa. 

Some people read the front page first, 
others the last page first. Some go for sports 
first, others obituaries. Still others head 
straight for the classifieds. 

In essence, dear reader, criticize us for 
error in facts contained In a news story or for 
an opposite opinion on the editorial page ... 
but please don’t accuse us of trying to belittle 
achievement by not putting a dean’s list story 
on page one or for not using a photograph.

As I read the Journal article I felt a certain 
pride but at the same time I couldn’t help but 
be reminded of Metco and attempts to keep 
black children from sharing in Winchester; of 
Ihe weekly police blotter and the series of 
thefts, reports of vandalism of public 
facilities, of personal problems of inhabitants 
which police try to settle; of the attempts of 
Wepa and the Middlesex Fells volunteers 
fighting litter and pollution; of complaints of 
the citizens of high taxes and the continuing 
cuts of the town budget ; and Rep.Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh’s report to selectmen recently 
about transportation problems. 

The Journal article touches on Winchester 
Center as compact and attractive, and states 
oven though there are several vacant stores 
the Board of Selectmen refuses to permit 
pizza parlors or sandwich shops to open there. 

The center is attractive and selectmen did 
refuse pizza parlors but they did grant a 
victualler’s licence recently for a sandwich 
shop on Converse place. 

Coincidentally this week our reporter 
Ruth-Ellen Flax completed Interviews of 
merchants begun a week ago on the topic of 
Winchester Center. Much of what they say 
does not make the words of the Journal article 
seem so credible. 

I’m not trying to rain on the parade of 
Winchester residents. But in the community 
where there is so much apathy already, let’s 
not allow ourselves to become even more 
complacent... to lean back and say “Lcok at 
us. We’re great. Ladles’ Home Journal said 


As in Winchester, Melrose has a downtown 
parking problem, but they also have a 
Downtown Task Force working on the 
problem. 

After several years of planning and 
legalities surrounding easements over nearby 
properties almost worked out, the initial 
phase of contruction of a 23-space parking lot 
will begin the end of the month. 

It will be interesting to hear the report 
from the Personnel Board tonight on the TEA 
contract. Gardiner Morgan told The Star that 
an agreement has been reached, one which he 
feels is -the best the public works employees 
have ever had and one he is proud to have 
been a part of helping to attain. From what 
we understand — though we have no positive 
proof — the Personnel Board will be asking 
town meeting for an across the board in¬ 
crease of between 40 and 50 cents. 

Selectmen report receiving complaints 
about garbage pick up. They ask that garbage 
not be left on their door stoops. 

Contrary to rumor, the Town of Win¬ 
chester has no plans to put up a new foot 
bridge to connect the Mystic Valley parkway 
to Ginn Field. This is MDC property and 
therefore out of the jurisdiction of the town. 

However, we have discovered that a foot 
bridge has been constructed by the town at 
'Davidson Park. The work was done by 
workers paid through the Ceta program. They 
are presently putting up another foot bridge 
at Davidson Park at the other end of the pond. 

Gene Prior, coordinator of the Spedy 
program, reports there are still about 8 
openings for work for eligible youths. The 
federally funded program caters to disad¬ 
vantaged youths. Disadvantaged means those 
from families whose income includes 
government support or which does not exceed 
$2,590 for a family of one to $6,690 for a family 
of six.

to the town from the fire at 26 Highland ave. 
Smith answered the settlement was stili 
under negotiation. 

Article 9, authorizing the Cemetery 
Commission to buy a ^4-ton truck instead of 
the two-ton vehicle granted at the annual 
town meeting last March, was included in the 
warrant because of a wording error. 

According to chairman Sherman 
Josephson, the purpose of the article was to 
“clarify the vote from the annual town 
meeting, to expend the money previously 
voted.” 

Finance’s decision was in the affirmative. 
The motion carried. 

Article 10, included by a citizens’ petition, 
was to transfer the old Wadleigh School lot 
from the control of the Board of Selectmen to 
the Park Department. 

According to Lee Aubrey, a Myrtle street 
petitioner, the site is too congested for 
children to play on. He noted the Park 
Department is currently maintaining the 
property. Smith said the Board of Selectmen 
is “sympathetic,” but urged indefinite 
postponement because the Park Department 
has “no firm conviction as to the property’s 
desirability.” 

He added if at a future time town meeting 
wants to use the site for something other than 
a park, it will require a special act of the state 
legislature to transfer it back. 

Richmond agreed, citing “constrainment 
of future options of the town.” 

Boodakian noted the importance of the 
parcel and wondered about getting the land 
back once it is given away. 

Adding the present police station is an 
“eyesore,” he said the Wadleigh School site 
may be considered for a new police station. 

The article was indefinitely postponed. 

Article 11. requesting funds from the 
Permanent Building Committee for an 
engineering-architecturai consultant to 
examine leakage in the high school, was 
tabled due to the absence of the committee 
chairman. 

It will be taken up at tonight’s meeting. 

Article 12, a request from the School 
Committee for $10,000 for an adult education 
program, was vehemently shouted down 
although Finance approved it on the grounds 
of satisfying citizen interest and making use 
of school equipment. 

School Committee chairman Richard 
Pharo explained the last annual town meeting 
reduced the budget by $10,000, intended for 
adult education. 

He said inquiries have been received from 
citizens about the program which has ser¬ 
viced between six and seven hundred persons. 

Tuition money may not be used to run the 
program because funds taken by the School 
Committee must be returned to the town 
treasury. 

“The entire cost of running the program 
must be allocated,” he added. 

Pharo explained the requested monies 
include 625 hours of instructional time for two 
sections (October through December and 
February through April). 

He said requested funds will act as “front 
money to run the program and tuition will be 
altered so the entire $10,000 dollars will be 
collected from students and returned to the 
town treasury. 

He concluded the income of last year’s 
program, including tennis, art, shorthand, 
sewing, photography and conversational 
Italian, was $6,314, a charge of $10 a course 
for tuition. 

Finance recommended favorable action 
since, as Richmond stated, the program will 
be paying for itself. 

A town meeting member asked if funds 
could be obtained from the Reserve Fund. 

Pharo said the School Committee felt any 
judgement should be made by town meeting 
since that body eliminated it in the first place. 

Richmond concurred. “At the annual town 
meeting action was to eliminate adult 
education from the school budget. This is the 


right place to entertain the question again.” 

Town meeting member Charles Gebhard 
asked about withdrawing the funds from 
monies already authorized by town meeting. 

Pharo said the funds were not in budget 
number 6100. 

Town comptroller James Costello said the 
$23,000 is under unallocated funds in personal 
services. 

School committee member Stephen 
Parkhurst explained the funds had been 
allocated already. 

Town meeting member Nancy Cincotta 
said she has been involved in adult education. 

“I paid $10 last year and would be happy to 
pay $20 dollars this year.” 

She wondered why funds could not be 
obtained from the Reserve Fund. 

Parkhurst said the request does not fall 
under unforseen or emergency cir¬ 
cumstances and so is not eligible for Reserve 
Fund aid. 

Town Meeting member William Zettler 
felt there was adequate funds in the School 
Committee budget. 

“On one hand we could say the School 
Committee is not able to take funds from its 
own budget. On the other hand we could say it 
refused. 

“We want adult education. The only way to 
get it is to provide the extra money. We have 
no choice. The School Committee has us,” he 
said. 

Town meeting member Ralph Atkinson 
said he was “surprised and disappointed” the 
School Committee’s regular budget can not 
handle the matter. 

He said the committee “is putting town 
meeting’s l)ack up against a wall.” 

Another town meeting member 
pronounced himself “sick and tired of 
listening to anymore. “The School Committee 
has made its decision and wants town 
meeting to take the rap,” he added. 

According to town meeting member Judith 
Caci, the program should pay for itself. 
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"The town provides (he building und 
maintenance. Students should pay •o*' 
themselves,” said Mrs. Caci. . 

Costello questioned the committee on i e 
•a of one percent left over from the cost of 
living increase, part of the contract set¬ 
tlement. 

Explaining the $29,000 was not ^tidgeied 
Pharo said it was the committee’s fiscal 
responsibility” to hold it in an escrow ac¬ 
count, voted at a School Committee meeting 
on June 2. 

(The School Committee minutes 
June 2 open meeting read as follows: “Mr. 
Fallon presented a memorandum of June 2, 
1975 regarding the Article IV Excess which 
developed as a result of Bureau of Labor 
Statistics data which revised earlier budget 
estimates for salary increases for teachers, 
custodians and principlas. It is now expected 
some $29,000 will not be needed to meet the 
necessary salary increases. There was some 
discussion of returning these monies to the 
Town, keeping them in the event there might 
be some emergency expenses at this time 
unknown, or freezing the funds and allowing 
their u.se only after specific Committee ap¬ 
proval. 

“The Committee voted to encurnber the 
$29,000 Article IV Excess with the stipulation 
there be no authorization to expend these 
funds without the specific approval of the 
.School Committee.”) 

Article 13. to see if $3,800 could be ap¬ 
propriated for the Bylaw Study Committee 
for advertising and printing costs and for a 
consultant, was passed. 

According to Harrison Chadwick, chair¬ 
man of the committee, its task is to “mesh the 
bylaws with the new charter.” 

He said the bylaws will need bringing up to 
date, recodification, additions and ridding of 
ambiguities and redundancies. Two thousand 
dollars will be allotted for Atty. Michael 
Curran, formerly consultant for the Charter

Mystic River Watershed to meet July 31 


The Mystic River Watershed Association 
will meet July 31 at 8 p.m. at 11 Parker rd., 
Arlington. 

Topics for discussion include land use, 
MBTA Red Line extension and Alewife Brook 
water quality along with pollution control and 
EPA pern permits. 

At present the Mystic River Watershed 
Assn, is working to make the entire Mystic 
River — from the Aberjona in Woburn to the 
Earhart Dam at Boston Harbor — into a class 
B category; that is, of swimming quality. 

They are working to control pollution from 
a Wilmington chemical firm because of its 
effect on fish and weed growth. 

They report EPA has drafted a permit to 
control the yard drainage from the chemical 
plant. The permit calls for preliminary 
engineering studies to determine the quality 


of the drainage that reaches Hall’s Brook. 

After the drainage has been studied, EPA 
will decide what action is necessary to bring 
the discharge into conformance with water 
quality standards. 

The Mystic River Watershed members 
feel that after years of spilling ammonia and 
other wastes into the Aberjona watershed, 
this operation has brought about conditions 
which have killed the Upper Mystic Lake for 
trout, promoted weed growth, killed a 
wetland, and it still goes on. 

The Watershed members report sewage 
pollution gets into the Mystic River from 
municipal sewer discharges in Cambridge, 
Somerville, Stoneham and probably Medford. 
EPA has ordered controls of permitted 
discharges. 

Nolan T. Jones, chairman of the Win¬ 


chester Conservation Commission, and 
members of the Winchester Snow and Ice 
Removal Study Committee gave Mystic 
River Watershed Assn, members a report on 
Winchester’s progress in reducing salt use. 

Compared to over 7,000 tons of salt per 
winter from 1968 through 1971, the town has 
progressively reduced salt use to 2,416 tons 
last winter. ^ 

A one-to-one sand-to-salt ratio and $60,000 
worth of new equipment has made this 
possible, but the saving in the cost of salt 
alone is several times this figure, said Jones. 

His report pointed out that salt is still 
rather poorly stored in the Town Yard so that 
it cakes in the rain and is washed into Wedge 
Pond, the Aberjona, Mill Pond and the Mystic 
Lakes.

Mini Appetizer Quiches 
1 package refrigerated butterflake dinner 
rolls (12) 

1 can (4 to 5 ounces) shrimp, drained 
1 beaten egg 
^‘2 cup light cream 
1 tablespoon brandy 
teaspoon salt, 
dash pepper 

Gruyere or Swiss cheese slices 

Grease two dozen muffin pans (PA-inch). 
Separate each dinner roll in half. Press into 
pans to make shells. Place one shrimp in each 
shell. Combine egg, cream, brandy, salt and 
pepper.

800 enrolled in 
summer school 

Registration figures in the 1975 Winchester 
summer school indicate total enrollment in 
all of the elementary and secondary * 
programs will exceed 8(X).

Bill on independent adoption under debate 


Mr. and Mrs. B. had been married for 10 
years and desperately wonted a child. 

Unable to have a baby, they placed their 
names on a waiting list of a private adoption 
agency. 

Two years went by. Finally the agency told 
the eager couple that a child soon to be born 
would be placed in their home. 

But the baby was born premature and was 
severely handicapped. 

After careful and painful consideration, 
Mr. and Mrs. B. decided they weren’t ready to 
become adoptive parents with so little 
preparation for a child who needed so much. 

Another year of anxious waiting for an 
infant went by. Then Mr. and Mrs. B. heard 
about a woman who was looking for a good 
home for her baby about to be born. The 
woman was single and very young; she 
wanted to give the child up for adoption but 
she preferred not to go through an agency if 
the right parents could be found in 
dependently. 

With the help of a lawyer, the mother-to-be 
learned about Mr. and Mrs. B. and decided 
they were the right parents. 

After the baby was born, they adopted 
him. Today over two years later, the couple 
has nearly forlotten the heartaches of their 
long wail for him to become their own. 

About 100 legal adoptions per year in 
Massachusetts are arranged without the 
services of a licensed placement agency when 
a lawyer, physician, or other person makes 
the "match” between parents and child. 

The story of the B. family is an example of 
such an independent adoption. It did not in¬ 
volve stealthy meetings in airports or illegal 
exchanges of large sums of money. The new 
parents paid only the normal fees for the 
services of the attorney in an adoption 
proceeding and for the baby’s hospital stay at

birth. The transaction served the best in¬ 
terests of the adoptive parents, the biological 
mother, and the child. 

Today there are few Infants needing 
homes, compared to the numbers of families 
wishing to adopt them. This “baby shortage” 
has led to illegal profiteering, or black 
market adoptions. Desperate childless 
couples have paid as much as $20,000, usually 
to intermediaries, to adopt an infant. 

This session the Massachusetts legislature 
had before it a bill. Senate 705, that would 
have made it a crime to participate in an 
adoption that is not sponsored by a licensed 
agency. 

The bill as originally written did not go far 
enough toward ending profiteering in 
children, and at the same time, went too far 
by eliminating informal placements which 
may be in the interest of all the people in¬ 
volved. 

The placement of children for adoption is 
already subject to strict regulation and 
specific procedures. If an adoption is not 
handled by a licensed placement agency, the 
I )epartmcnl of Public Welfare must conduct a 
home study before a court can finalize the 
adoption. 

A home study is a series of visits and in¬ 
terviews to help parents preprare for adop¬ 
tion and to make sure the child’s welfare is 
not endangered. Blackmarket adoptions, in 
which the intermediary is paid more than a 
reasonable fee for service, are illegal. 

As originally submitted. S. 705 would have 
made a crime all placements except those 
handled by an agency or those involving a 
blood relative of the child. 

It would have eliminated the present right

nf a parent to choose the people who will adopt 
the child, a right which should not he over¬ 
ridden unless absolutely necessary to protect 
the child’s w'elfare. 

Rep. Phillip Johnston of Marshfield has 
now produced a re-draft to S. 705 and his 
proposal has the support of the Office for 
(’hildren, the Department of Public Welfare, 
.md the governor. The legislature’s Human 
.Services Committee recently voted by a close 
margin to give the re-draff a favorable 
report. 

The new draft would allow for non-agency 
placement in appropriate circumstances with 
appropriate safeguards. 

A less drastic alternative than making 
such placements a crime, the re-draft would 
allow independent adoptions but would 
require close monitoring by a licensed 
placement agency, which would conduct a 
homo study prior* to placement and provide 
services to the family if necessary. 

If the agency thought a proposed private 
placement was unwise, the burden of proof 
would be on the agency to show that the 
prospective adoptive parents were unfit. 

The bill as now written would also 
strengthen and clarify the law against black 
market adoptions. Chapter 210 Section 11 A. 

It would require prospective parents, 
lawyers and other Intermediaries, to disclose 
the fees paid for adoption-related tran¬ 
sactions. and would impose severe penalties 
for exceeding the reasonable fees for court 
proceedings, for failure to disclose, and for 
providing false information. 

The changes in the bill are based on the

unscrupulous, and willing to break the law, 
from placing children for profit. Such a ban 
would, however, keep children in legal limbo 
without the opportunity for a permanent 
liomc through legalized adoption. 


Massachusetts should continue to allow 
conscientious doctors. lawyers and others to 
help bring parents and children together 
when a particular adoption is in the child’s 
liest interest.

Berlow explained malls are condusive to 
family outings. 

Lawrence noted recent remarks about 
Main street being a Peyton Place, with excess 
of juvenile delinquency. 

“There are no kids around here. They 
around Brigham’s. My business is from the 
town workers,’’ he said. 

With the advent of malls, Berlow considers 
downtown stores being open at night “not the 
way to go.” 

Evans agrees. “This is a bedroom town. 
Everything closes. People don’t go outside 
their homes at night.’’ 

But LaFauci feels a solution may be 
gained by having stores open the same night. 
“It’s too confusing to have them open on 
different nights. I don’t want to be open by 
myself.” 

Jack Chitel wondered about rearranging 
parking fr “'ties in the town. 

Point!’ the Skillings parking lot op¬ 
posite the . ..n Hall, he suggests sending a 
decal out with excise tax bills for anyone 
owning a car registered in Winchester. 

Merchants who don’t live in Winchester 
should he able to buy an insignia for the rear 
portion of the lot all day, he continued. 

Chitel advises having the front part of the 
lot for four hour parking. He said he’d prefer 
it unmetered with police overseeing the area. 

He suggests the parking lot behind Purity 
Supreme and the fire station be two-hour 
parking for consumers only. 

Berlow’s suggestions includes “more 
interesting signs to inform people about off- 
street parking.’’ 

He considers Thompson street an excellent 
choice for a mall. “You could block either end 
and put double truck slots there for easy 
delivery." 

Berlow was especially concerned with 
prospective house buyers in Winchester 
seeing the center at its best. 

“First impressions of the town are made 
here. It’s important It look nice, be presen¬ 
table.” 

In line with Berlow’s suggestion, of a mall, 
Evans mentioned Newton’s Piccadilly Square 
where an old depot was converted Into mod 
shops. 

“They did a fine job there,” he said. 

Berlow and Chitel emphatically suggest 
more greenery. “What’s wrong with giant 
planters?” asks Berlow. “They’re homey, 
nice and pretty. There’ll be a certain amount 
of vandalism. But other towns do It!” 

Chitel said he would like to see the Win¬ 
chester Garden Club interest themselves in 
shrubs and trees for the center. 

He also cited a need for park benches and 
bicycle racks. 

“The town needs aesthetic physical im¬ 
provement. We have horrible looking 
buildings, the sidewalks are broken and the 
lighting is absolutely a disgrace,” he said. 

“There’s no night shopping here, it’s 
dreary and dull. The whole atmosphere lends 
iLself to keeping people away.” 

According to Myron Berlow, “There 
should be an incentive for landlords to fix 
buildings in the way of a tax rebate. 

“Landlords are entitled to moke a profit,” 
he stated. 

“It seems as though the town doesn’t want 
anyone to make a profit. The Planning Board 
seems to want to do things but it’s hampered 
by town meeting and departments in town 
that turn projects the other way around.” 

Berlow cited the Main street area from the 
Esso Station to Bonnell’s. 

He feels it’s being rezoned from business 
to apartments didn’t help because each 
parcel by itself is too small with which to do 
anything. 

“ILs too small for apartments. There 
wouldn’t be enough units to make money 
unless you charged exorbitant rates. 

“Two or three landlords getting together is 
impossible. You need tax incentives. How 
about real estate tax break rebates on the 
first one or two or three years’ taxes to attract 
building?” 

I.^wfence Evans wonders why people 
entertain the idea of a nice restaurant. “It 
wouldn’t survive because there could be no 
liquor license,” he stated. 

He and the other merchants are receptive 
to the idea of apartments. “It’s good for the 
town and for tax revenue and will stimulate 
center business,” Evans said. 

Berlow agrees. “And Bonnell’s is the most 
advantageous place for apartments where it’s 
within walking distance to the shopping 
area.”

Chitel and Berlow shake their heads in - 
wonderment at shoppers’ complaints about 
the advantages of mall parking to center 
parking. 

“At the mall people will park half a mile 
away from the entrance and then walk all the 
way through the mall to get to the store they 
want. 

“But if they can’t find a place right in front 
of a store downtown they get mad!” com¬ 
ments Berlow. 

Chitel, said surveys have shown one walks 
^10 farther from any public parking lot in 
Winchester to a store than one does shopping 
in the mall. 

Berlow noted, “The selectmen and 
Planning Board are trying to move the town 
Into the 20th century, but they don’t really 
know the emergency which exists.” 

According to chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Lawrence Smith, the selectmen 
are aware of the center’s plight. 

Last year selectman Arthur Dunbar 
formed a task committee to aid in refur¬ 
bishing Winchester Center. 

Smith said the committee requested funds 
from town meeting for a consultant but was 
turned down. 

Town meeting opted instead for a private 
developer. 

As Smith sees it the problem is that “a 
private developer doesn’t want to spend 
money but neither does town meeting want to 
spend money.” 

Consequently the task force has been silent 
for many months. 

Smith stressed any citizen’s group wishing 
to reacti\fhte refurbishing Winchester Center 
will have the Board of Selectmen’s 
cooperation. 

Henry Quill, president of the Winchester 
Business Association, said few people realize 
“merchants contribute to the town as a 
whole.” 

He said they hired a Town Day orchestra 
and sponsor Little League teams. 

According to Edward Burns of Burns 
Associates, Inc., Realtors, Thompson street, 
those who contend the center’s appearance is 
hurting real estate sales have no real cause 
for worry. 

“I’ve heard this is happening but I haven’t 
seen it. But it’s not half as bad as it is cracked 
up to be,” he said. 

Judging from a recent Ladies Home 
Journal survey, the center’s alleged poor 
appearance Is not particularly detrimental. 

'rhe surey named Winchester as the best 
Boston suburb. 

“The central business district is compact 
and attractive and even though there are 
several vacant stores the Board of Selectmen 
refuse to permit pizza parlors and sandwich 
shops to open there,” the article said. 

Henry Quill feels the merchants are doing 
their best. He cited their seasonal sales, a 
promotion to attract buyers. 

Burns is head of a WBA committee to 
name an unpaid, part-time executive 
secretary who would attempt to bring mer¬ 
chants, consumers and homeowners together 
in an effort to stimulate business activity. 

Part of his job would be to try and fill the 
several empty downtown stores.

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Carroll makes charges against 
dog law enforcement; wins case 


Vincent G. Carroll of 207 Highland ave. 
appeared before selectmen Monday charging 
lhal the dog leash law (the present 12 hour 
law) is not being enforced with violators 
laken to court. 

Carroll said Winchester’s court cases are 
zero compared toother towns. He charged the 
dog officer acts solely on a "complaint” basis 
and docs not really enforce the law. 

Carroll said he is continually receiving 
lelephone calls from residents who are 
unhappy with the presence of unleashed dogs 
running around Winchester during the period 
when they should be leashed. 

Dog officer Nick Molea was present for the 
hearing. He admitted he has been acting on 
complaint calls for the most part. This is due 
to a small budget ($300) and the limited dog 
pound facilities for Incarceration of dogs 
which he picks up. 

Molea said he spends his time reacting to 
complaint calls and picking up dogs which he 
finds in and around public facilities. 

He said dog food is $7.8.') for 50 pounds of 
dry food and if he picked up all (he dogs in 
violation he would have to request the town to 
huild a larger dog pound. 

Molea asked: "Why docs he get all the 
calls? Why don’t all these people call me?” 

Molea said he is beginning to give out $10 
tickets to owners of unleashed dogs and he 
feels this will cut down on violations once 
people realize they will have to pay. 

Molea said, "I think it is better to talk with 
people than to lay down the law. Besides the 
courts are tied up,’’he said, noting that taking 
a case to court is not the answer. 

Selectman William C. Chapman said he 
agreed the number of court cases is not 
significant of effectiveness but "the reduction 
of complaints would be.” 

Selectmen chairman Lawrence T. Smith 
asked Carroll to cite a particular instance 
where a violation was not followed through 
with legal action. Carroll did not do so but 
continued to speak of telephone calls of 
residents he receives in the middle of the 
night. 

Molea explained that dogs move in and out 
of the dog pound every .seven days. After 
seven days expires and the dog owner is not 
located, he contacts the local MSCPA or the 
Buddy Dog Society in Sudbury to see if they 
will accept the dog and find a home before he 
takes steps to have (he dog disposed of. 

Both of these animal humane groups 
always take the dogs, Molea .said. 

Concerning the 24-hour leash law approved 
hy town meeting last spring, Molea .said this 
is still in the hands of the attorney general. He 
noted this office has until Aug. 31 to respond to 
the town of Winchester through the Town 
(’lerk. 


Conjecturing on whether or not the at¬ 
torney general will approve (he I 24-hour 
leash law. Molea said he will probably ap 
prove all but the $8 fee for confinement of a 
dog in a pound. Massachusetts statute says 
such a fee shall he $2. 

In conclusion. Molea said he will have to 
continue to with complaint calls at the top of 
his list and the i.ssuance ot "real stiff fines.” 

Selectmen said they see a time in the 
future when "we’ll have to enforce without 
complaint." 

Molea said when that day comes more 
money will be needed for food for the animals 
and facilities with additional runs. 

Molea told The Star that dog license fees, 
which arc $3 for male dogs and $6 for female 
dogs, go to the county. The money which is 
returned to the town goes to the library. 

. Also, fines for dog violations go to the 
county. The return to the town again goes to 
the town treasurer for use by the library. 
Molea said he would like to see money 
returned for the dog officer’s expense budget. 

Parking Ticket 

On another complaint from Carroll, 
.selectmen will ask Winchester police to 
review (he parking situation on Winchester 
place. 

Carroll (old selectmen he received a 
parking ticket for parking on Winchester 
place in June. The place he chose to park had 
no posted parking restriction sign and from 
all appearances was a valid parking place. 

Instead of paying the fine, he took the case 
to court. The police officer who gave him the 
ticket presented his case; so did Carroll. In 
the long run, according to Carroll, he won his 
case and the police officer was directed to 
return to the police chief and correct the 
parking situation at Winchester place. 

Carroll .said he feels no "animosity toward 
the police." He said the action he took was 
"purely on principle.” 

Other Matters 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar, who was 
assigned to find space in the Town Hall for the 
Itetirement Board to interview prospective 
retirees In privacy, said an enclosed space 
can be provided in (he East Room. 

The Methods and Procedures Committee 
met with selectmen recently to give a 
progress report. They said they have worked 
with the .superintend''nt of streets and town 
comptroller in setting up a budgeting and cost 
allocation .system. 

The system was done on a manual basis, 
and (he committee recommended keeping on 
with the manual basis. 

Selectmen (old the committee they are 
anxious to have them guide In a greater way 
and to report on a lelephone system In the 
Town Hall.

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Cambodian refugee 

Attempts to learn difference 

between firecracker and bomb 


Rev. John J. Bishop of the Church of the 
Epiphany has. company in his rectory. 

Ta Chi, a Cambodian refugee whom the 
church is sponsoring, has been living on 
Glengarry road since he arrived in Win¬ 
chester June 16. 

Ta Chi has no idea of the whereabouts of 
his parents, wife.and two children, back in 
Cambodia. 

They were lost, he said, during the 
Communist takeover of Pnom Penh. 

Ta Chi. Chinese by birth, learned English 
in Cambodia. He worked for the company 
motor pool of ITT which had a contract from 
the US government. 

Rev. Bishop heard from Ta Chi’s super¬ 
visor that he was an interpreter between the 
US army and Cambodian headquarters. With 
the help of parish wardens Nancy Budd, 
Richard Carr and Gustav Kauffman, the 
Outreach Committee made arrangments for 
his trip to the United States through the 
resettlement program of the World Council of 
Churches and the Roman Catholic church. 

Ta Chi works each day at the restaurant in 
the John Hancock Building, Boston.

Arson suspected in 
Main street fire 

Firefighters suspect arson was the cause 
cif a fire around the back porch of 345 Main st. 
at 4:29 p.m. Tuesday. 

On a first alarm assignment, firemen 
found a step ladder, fireplace logs and a plant 
stool on fire. 

Further investigation found matches and 
burnt rope. 

According to Chief I. Francis Amico, a 
screen was found broken and the back was 
open. 

A grass fire on Wendell street had 
firefighters at the scene at 3:22 p.m. and 
again at 4:29 p.m. 

At 4:04 p.m. a television set fire at 4 
Eockeland st. required the aid of firefighters. 

Two engines were sent for the first alarm 
assignment, one returning within 10 minutes. 

According to Chief Amico there was light 
smoke damage. 

Garbage pickup 


is going well 


According to highway superintendent 
Robert O'Brien, at least half the calls he 
receives about overflowing garbage cans are 
invalid. 

He said he recently got 10 requests for 
special garbage pickups. 

“There was relatively nothing” that 
warranted special runs, said O’Brien. 

Six barrels had “a couple of egg shells,” 
two contained paper and glass which don't 
fall under garbage pickup’s jurisdiction, and 
two were “half full buckets which could have 
waited,” he concluded. 

According to O’Brien if his department 
receives special pickup requests on Friday, 
runs will be made late Saturday in case other 
complaints come in. “That way we can get it 
all in a one or two hopr period.” 

Garbage has been picked up once a week 
for the last three years. 

Previously it was removed every fourth 
working day, or once a week for three weeks 
and twice a week the fourth week. 

In an effort to conserve money tl’Brien 
said he explained to the Finance Committee 
and Board of Selectmen that one garbage 
route could be abandoned, eliminating two 
positions and.saving $17,000. 

The present three routes have “worked 
well,” he commented. 

He added the department gets relatively 
few complaints, the majority coming during 
the summer. 

“The garbage gets riper faster .then,” 
noted O’Brien. He said with new men filling in 
for regulars during vacations, “some places 
may get skipped” due to lack of familiarity. 


He said he likes the work and the people 
are friendly. 

A Buddhist, Ta Chi knows English, 
Cambodian. Chinese and Viet Namese. 

In leisure moments, he explained, he may 
walk around Winchester or visit a Viet 
Name.sc friend in Cambridge. 

He reads a Chinese newspaper and wat¬ 
ches the news on television from which he 
said he has gained much of his knowledge of 
English. 

Ta Chi visited Cape Cod and the aquarium 
in Boston. 

The heat doesn’t bother him. “It’s the 
.same as in Cambodia,” he smiled. 

“So far,” added Rev. Bishop. 

But since Ta Chi has never seen snow, he 
doesn’t dread a New England winter. 

He is well-acquainted with American food, 
he explained, because “in Cambodia there is 
hamburg and much of your American canned 
food.” 

He has eaten at a Chinese restaurant here 
but was not overly impressed. “The Cam¬ 
bodian Chinese food is better than American 
which is not really exact Chinese food.” 

Ta Chi said he considers the Christian 
•Science Church across from the Sheraton 
Hotel in Boston “beautiful.” 

He added, "Boston is not very beautiful, 
but the towns around it are beautiful and very 
clean.” 

Ta Chi studied Chinese in Hong Kong in 
1960. He is no stranger to skyscrapers or city 
bustle. 

Rev. Bishop explained Ta Chi entered 
Winchester when police had blocked roads in 
their chase of hijackers. 

“And that was his welcome into Win¬ 
chester,” Rev. Bishop explained wryly. 

But Ta Chi was not thwarted. Police 
barricades mean little to him. “For almost 
five years we have had war,” he reminded. 

So Ta Chi lives a life of comparative ease. 
For now. all he can do is wait for word of his 
family. 

Until then he will watch the news on 
television, steeling himself when reports of 
the Cambodian crisis come on. 

Until then he must try to remember that 
the firecrackers he heard on July 4 were not 
live rockets.

Committee votes 3-1; 
may reconsider Metco 
because of funding 


On a three to one vote on Monday night the 
.School Committee decided to reconsider its 
commitment to Metco if the state legislature 
does not approve total funding in the near 
future. 

School Committee member Catherine 
Fallon was the dissenting vote. Committee 
members Stephen l^irkhurst and Robert 
Frank were absent. 

On a motion by School Committee member 
Mary I’ronski. if the state Department of 
Education, Metco Inc., does not deliver in¬ 
formation regarding funding by a date 
selected by superintendent of schools William 
MacDonald, the School Commitec will meet 
on that date to consider its previous vote and 
withdraw its pending contract for im¬ 
plementation. 

Mrs. Fallon objected to the final phrase, 
leeling there may be other alternatives to an 
absolute withdrawal. 

Mary Pronski added it w-as imperative for 
the committee to know when funds will be 
forthcoming. Otherwise, “It is ludicrous to 
get students involved.” 

According to School Committee chairman 
Richard Pharo, “It’s not a matter of when we 
get it. but if w'e get it.” 

Me noted because the Department of 
h’.ducalion has not signed the Metco contract 
vet. Winchester is “still not involved.” 

Mrs. Fallon stated it should be made a 
prioritv on Beacon Hill. 

Pharo concurred, noting other towns also 
need to know where they stand, but many 
already have Metco machinery and per¬ 
sonnel. 

Albert Mongiello of 20 Dennett st. was at 
the meeting to voice concerns over the 
riiscriminatory selection of students for 
foreign language, math and science 
programs.

Ex-schooI Committee member Robert 
Pritchard gave an interim report of the 
Management Study Committee. 

He explained the existing evaluation 
program for non-tenure teachers. Each is 
visited three times. After each observation 
ihe evaluator must spend a half hour 
discussing results and making a report. The 
principal submits a recommendation for the 
teacher’s election. 

Pritchard noted there Is no formal 
evaluation program for tenure teacher 

Pritchard and his committee advised 
having tenure and non-tenure teachers 
evaluated annually by Ihe superintendent and 
principal, by students’ parents: with teachers 
having access to comments. 

Parents at the meeting were concerned 
about repercussions involving the child, 
should his or her parents make negative 
comments about (he teacher. 

Pharo said the solution is part of the 
program itself: since the forms will be 
available each year and comments on 
retribution involving (he child be on file also. 

One mother suggested giving the 
evaluators name to the principal but not to the 
teacher. 

Due to the absence of Stephen Parkhurst 
and Robert Frank the Item was tabled until 
the next meeting in late August. 

Catherine Fallon suggested implementing 
an incident file, whereby instances involving 
the teacher with parents, students or other 
teachers, will be on record.

A three-cenl an hour increase was ap¬ 
proved for employees assigned to garbage 
collection, cleaning sewer lines, repairing 
sewer stoppages, masonry and cement or 
granolithic work. 

The total cost impact due to town em¬ 
ployees’ salary increases is $107,481. The 
contract is effective until June 30, 1976. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan who presented 
(he proposal noted three other points 
negotiated in contract: 

1. Job posting. There will be a job freeze 
maintained to accommodate men in the in¬ 
cinerator. 

2 . The W-10 position in the water-sewer 
department will be eliminated. The union will 
not be aggrieved by this change. 

3. Lateral transfers in the various public 
works departments also will not be aggrieved 
by the union. 

Food service workers who are all part- 
lime employees will receive a percent 
wage increase, effective July 1. 

Their contract is a multi-year agreement. 
The second year, effective July 1, 1976, calls 
for a five percent wage increase. Total cost 
impact is $6,334. 

School Committee member Robert Frank 
said the initial demand of the food service 
workers was a 25 percent increase. 

Frank asked for town meeting approval 
saying the Winchester food workers “are 
earning less than those in 14 other towns.” 

Call firefighters (not members of a 
collective bargaining group) will receive an 
annual compensation of $1,500 in place of the 
prior practice of compensation set at 10 
percent of maximum firefighter salary. The 


lotal impact here is $4,970. 

According to Dick Richmond of the 
Finance Committee, this means an additional 
$500 per man. At present, he said, there are 
three vacancies “probably due to low 
salaries.” 

The town meeting also approved $15,000 to 
be taken from surplus revenue to pay for the 
services of an engineering architectural 
constulant to examine reasons for leakage of 
the exterior walls of the Winchester High 
School. 

TMM Clara Hewis opposed the motion on 
the grounds the high school “hasn’t been 
accepted yet” and that the original contractor 
should be held liable to correct the problem. 
“The specs didn’t allow for leakage,” she 
said. 

The town meeting reconsidered an article 
denied at the first session to appropriate 
funds for adult education. 

TMM Judith Caci said she felt there was 
great misunderstanding on the part of the 
community (hat town meeting was against 
adult education whereas town meeting was 
against appropriating an additional $10,000. 

School (Committee member Mary Pronski 
who favored reconsideration said “it would be 
a giant step backwards if we drop adult 
education.” She favored using $10,000 out of 
the $29,000 which the School Committee has 
access to. 

School Committee chairman Richard 
Pharo said the School Committee is ready to 
take necessary funds from $29,000 for adult 
education. 

The vote for reconsideration was 106 in 
favor, 15 against. 

In the final vote, the town meeting 
members appropriated $100 be appropriated 
from taxation and added to the School 
Department personal services budget.

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Moderator’s greatest difficulty; 
keeping speakers on the point

There’s one person who’s mind can’t 
wander during town meeting, who can’t 
decide just this once he’ll be absent, who must 
Iry his best not to succumb to impatience or 
annoyance. 

His name is Raymond J. Kenney. He is 
town moderator. 

A partner in the Boston firm of Martin, 
Magnuson, McCarthy and Kenney, he ad¬ 
mitted he sometimes gets impatient and 
frustrated with the ’’plodding and slowness of 
conducting business. 

”On the other hand, when I begin to feel 
this way I recognize this is the only chance 
people in town have to express themselves 
and lake a hand in the government of the 
town. 

"What impatience I have is usually short

lived,’’ he conciuded. 

The day of the first session of the recent 
special town meeting, Kenney decided to 
plead his case for a quicker, more orderly 
session. 

"I had nothing written,’’ he commented. 

"I hadn’t planned to say anything until 
almost (he time I stood up.’’ 

A warm, summer night does not lend itself 
well to town meetings, and Kenney was firm 
and articulate in his comments on the inor¬ 
dinately lengthy sessions of Winchester town 
meetings. 

Still, he has no idea what helped town 
meeting members cover 15 articles that 
night. 

"The fact it was the 17th of July had a good 
deal to do’with it. Maybe it was the subject 
matter - the fact that people had their minds 
made up due to the Planning Board public 
hearing-that did it.’’ 

Kenney added some may .say a good 
meeting should not have 15 artices covered in 
one night. 

"But I wasn’t aware that anyone felt he 
was being muzzled,’’ he stressed. 

Raymond Kenney felt he said what needed 
saying. 

"U gets to the point where the majority 
iiave a right in bringing the meeting to a 
close. I’ll try to keep meetings, more than I 
have been, on subjects in the nature of the 
warrant.’’ 

He admitted his greatest difficulty with 
the role of town moderator is "getting folks to 
I heir point, stay getting them to on their point 
and having their remarks succinct and 
meaningful.’’ 

"I’m not sure I’ve been as firm as I should 
have been at time^. I hope to try to be more 
persuasive in having people’s conversations 
more germane,’’ he said noting he is bothered 
by the "castigation some boards and com¬ 
mittees receive. 

"At the moment the primary target seems 
lo he the School Committee. The School 
Committee can take care of itself, but I get a 
little distressed that the thrust of some 
comments seem to be more to stick a pin in 


Ihe board than contribute to town meet*': 

"I don’t mean to suggest the merits ol ^ , 
controversy because I feel a moderator 
should not express opinions. He’s bound to 
lose his objectivity if he docs." 

Kenney explained the town moderator has 
an appointive function, "perhaps a more 
ImportanI part," than conducting town 
meeting. 

Ho appoints, by himself, the Personnel 
Board. With the outgoing chairmen of the 
Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen, 
he appoints the Finance Committee. 

Kenney appoints members to the Methods 
and Procedures committee, the Knergy 
Conservation Committee and the Permanent 
Building Committee. 

"In my first year as moderator I par¬ 
ticipated in the appdintmcnLs of 26 persons. 
That’s 26 persons who contribute efforts to the 
town. 

"Thai’s a pretty significant job for a 
moderator." 

Town moderator for several years. 
Itaymond Kenney said heknew nothing other 
than the basics of parliamentary procedure 
when he ran for the post. 

"I didn’t find talking before people dif¬ 
ficult, I thought it was a way to contribute to 
the town and I knew I would be doing 
something I like to do." 

With pointers by outgoing town moderator 
Harrison Chadwick and by obtaining 
rationale and principles behind parliamentry 
procedure from "Town Meeting Time," a 
book available to anyone, Kenney readied 
himself for the job. 

"The rest was on the-job job training," he 
laughed. 

"The mechanism is simple," he added. "It 
gets to be second nature." 

Previously a town meeting member, 
Kenney .said he had never had any occasion to 
chair anything l)efore he became chairman of 
Ihe Finance Committee for one year. "I 
admired town meeting members but I wanted 
to contribute In a different way," he said. 

Kenney said when a meeting drags on and 
on, such as the annual town meeting which 
took 14 weeks, he becomes "weary of the 
meeting in general and looks toward its 
closing. 

But because I do keep on my feet, I 
probably stay more alert than the people In 
Ihe comfortable seats," he’noted. 

Kenney commented, "Every time I stand 
up and conduct a meeting.I learn something.’’ 

That’s why for several years, he takes out 
nominating papers and obtains 50 signatures 
for his reelectlon for town moderator. 

No one has ever run against him. 

Raymond Kenney looks back to his stint as 
town meeting member. "Then, many town 
meeting members came to hear reports of the 
hoards and confirm or veto what had been 
done. They came not to speak so much as to 
listen and hear. 

"There were no minority reports. Out¬ 
wardly, at least, the boards were unanimous. 

"Now," he added, "There are more who 
would rather challenge the position taken by 
boards and within boards." 

Kenney wondered how much "a town 
meeting should serve as a sounding board or 
forum. 

"I don’t think, in this society, we can af¬ 
ford the luxury to have it serve us that way." 

Raymond Kenney lives at 5 Salisbury st. A 
graduate of Boston College and Boston 
College Law School, he is vice-chairman of 
the Massachusetts Bar Association, editor 
and chief of the Massachusetts Law Quarterly 
and chairman of the Governor’s Judicial 
Nominating Commission. 

He’s a man who feels good about what he’s 
contributing to the town. "I hope I’m a little 
better for it too," he added.

$3,500 spent to hire Byrne 
fired by Secretary Murphy

The Dukakis Administration awarded a 
$3,500 contract to a consultant to "assist" 
Secretary Evelyn Murphy "in finding 
qualified candidates to serve in the position of 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan District 
Commission" 

On March 12, the much publicized freeze 
the Governor had imposed on consultant 
contracts was waived, and a Beverly firm 
called Growth Resources was engaged to help 
Sec. Murphy recruit William J. Byrne of 
Winchester as Commissioner of the MCD. 

Byrne of 27 Canterbury rd., lasted eight 
weeks in the job before Murphy fired him. 

(Byrne was .succeeded July 3 by John F. 
Snedeker of Waltham, who had served three 
years as Assistant to the MDC Com¬ 
missioner). 

After he was fired, Byrne was retained as 
assistant to Snedeker. He is now employed at 
the (op step of .salary grade 24, or $22,874.80 a 
year — a fairly nice retirement allowance for 
. 40 day’s work. 

The contract with Growth Resources 
provided, among other things, that the con- 
sulatant define the MDC Commissionr’s job, 
identify "sources of potential candidates,’’ 
and get someone interested In taking the job. 

The presumption is that there was not 
$3,.500 worth of expertise among the 69,000 or 
98,000 (or some number in between) state 
employees to tell Sec. Murphy who should be 
MDC Commissioner. 

The post of MDC Commissioner pays 
sliglitly more than Byrne is now earning — 
$28,700 a year; adding consultant expenses, 
however, brings (he taxpayers’ cost to 
$32,200. 

Byrne’s new salary was approved by (he 
Governor’s office 

While the idea of engaging a consultant to 
help iiire a comnTissioner is rather amazing, 
it is by no means without precedent. 

The Massachusetts Port Authority, for 
example, spent $45,000 for consulting services 
to recommend someone to succeed Edward J. 
King as executive director — an amount 
comparable to the director’s annual salary 
thanks to the new austerity program. 

After conducting the usual international 
talent hunt for a director, the consultant 
presented three names to the Port Authority 
Board. (That’s $15,000 per name.) 

The Board, in turn, appointed David W. 
Davis, a bureaucratic valet to former Boston 
Redevelopment Authority head Hale 
Champion of California, Harvard and Pat 
Brown. 

Oddly enough, Davis was not one of the 
three names the consultant has presented. 
How the Port Authority was able to make that 
decision all by itself we will examine in a 
moment. 


affiliated with has has remarkable success in 
finding people to populate this 
Administration. 

There was, of course, Evelyn Murphy 
fierself. From 1967 to 1970, Murphy was clerk 
of a very interesting company called 
Organization for Social and Technical 
Innovation, Inc. 

The corporation was founded in 1966 by a 
gentleman named Frederick Wiseman, of 
Cambridge. 

Wiseman distinguished himself some 
years earlier by producing a documentary • 
film on insanity called "Titicut Follies," and 
more recently a film about the sex habits and 
pain threshholds of monkeys. 

The corporation calls itself Osti. For eight 
years, Osti failed to file the required annual 
reports for corporations with the office of 
Secretary of State. But on March 10, 1975, the 
same day Sec. Murphy asked to have Growth 
Resources help her find an MDC Com¬ 
missioner, all of Osti’s back reports were 
brought up to date with the Secretary of State. 

What does Osti Do? 

Osti is a consultant. 

Why were Osti’s records all brought up to 
(late in March? Some people might suspect 
that Osti wants to get some consultant work 
from the state — like helping to hire com¬ 
missioners — but probably it just wanted to 
be a good citizen.

New special education program 
approved for vocational school 


By Gerard P. Donahoe 



Beginning Sept. 15 the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School will 
be implementing a training program for 
handicapped children. Funding will be 
provided under Part B, EHA Title VI. 

To explain the program I give the people of 
Winchester the following specifics: 

Weaknesses In Special Education 
Program: Handicapped children within our 
12 city and town district representing a total 
population of 350,000 people have not had 
available to them on a regular basis 
vocational-occupational training. 

Many of these handicapped children arc 
capable of learning a vocational skill, either 
totally or partially, but have not had the 
opportunity do do so. 

The intent of this project is to provide 
vocational training compatible with the 
handicapped child’s mental and physical 
capabilities. 

We propose to train these children in an 
extended day program, i.e. three hours in the 
late afternoon from 2:40 to 5:40 p.m. 

The program as envisioned will provide 
instruction in one of two vocational areas; 
food services and driver education. The 
number of shops available will be broadened 
in other years to further meet the needs of the 
handicapped. • 

The special needs child will remain in 
whatever school situation he is during the day 
and then be transported to Northeast for the 
afternoon program. There are some definite 
advantages to this kind of program for the 
handicapped in that a small teacher-pupil 
ratio will exist, specialized curriculum will be 
taught, and the hustle and bustle of the 
regular day school will be eliminated. 

Special needs children, however, will not 
be totally isolated since partial integration 
with other children in the late-afternoon 
program will take place. 

Necessary arrangements will be made 
with officials of the day school programs to 
insure the child spends apprpximately six 
hours each day in school. 

Approximately 30 children with special 
nee^ will be selected from our district to 
participate. Selections will be made by a 
committee consisting of school personnel, 
members of outside agencies, the Seem 
collaborative, Easter Seal, Eastern Mid¬ 
dlesex Mental Health Association, Office for 
Chilcjren, and special education directors of 
the varioius schools. 

Emphasis will be placed on accepting 
children who will benefit most by the training 
as determined by the following criteria: 

1) Age 18 through 21 and up; 

2) Severity of handicap will not limit the 
ability of the student to function in the shop; 

3) Known talent or facility in the shop 
area; 

4) Sufficient mental and physical capacity 
to be placed in a job situatiop,; 

5) Sufficient social skills to interact well 
with students and adults; 

6) Sufficient manual skills to perform 

specific shop duties and be capable of lear¬ 
ning such terminology; • 

8) Sufficient personal hygiene evident to 
insure that this child will be able to function in 
the school situation.. 

Actual training for the handicapped will be 
available in the following areas: 

I. Food services for the mentally retarded 
Stock room helper, counter man or girl, dish¬ 
washer, pot washer, baker’s helper, food tray 
assembler, kitchen helper and utility man 
and assistant salad chef. 

II. Driver education which will lead to 
acquiring a driver’s license. 

The actual training program will take 
place at Northeast in the locations set aside 
for food service and driver education. Both of

Gerard P. Donahoe is Winchester’s 
representative to the District School Com¬ 
mittee covering the area communities sen¬ 
ding students to the Northeast Regional 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School. 

these areas are modern, well-equipped, state- 
certified teaching stations. 

Members of the faculty have had ex¬ 
perience in working with handicapped 
children. 

During the initial period of the trainee’s 
orientation an evaluation will be madi of his 
strengths and weaknesses. Considered will be 
ftreas such as social skills, survival skills, 
practical skills, education and community 
skills. 

Following the evaluation procedure a 
decision will be made to channel the in¬ 
dividual into job training which will be 
compatible with his or her particular 
abilities. For example, if a trainee cannot 
read or count, he will be placed into a training 
program which does not require these skills, 
i.e. dishwasher. 

Adaptations can be made on the dish¬ 
washing machine such as painting a red line 
of the thermostat panel so the child knows 
when the needle hits the red line It’s time to 
turn the heat off. 

This is a rather simple explanation of one 
adaptation that can be made to make the 
training meaningful to the handicapped 
person. 

The following criteria will be utilized in 
selecting job placement for the handicapped. 

Job qualifications: Does the trainee 
possess necessary education, personality, 
and social work habits for the job? 

Job requirements: Does the trainee have 
Ihe necessary physical or mental habits for 
the job. Can he understand the safety rules? 
His personal appearance? 

Manual skills: What are the skills required 
for the job? 

Working conditions: Are the working 
conditions compatible with the trainee’s 
handicap; that is, will a .person in a 
wheelchair have a ramp available? 

Hours of employment: How many hours 
will a handicapped person work? How will it 
affect his life? 

Vocabulary: What is the exact vocabulary 
needed for the particular job? After careful 
analysis of these criteria, a decision will be 
made as to what would be taught to the 
trainee. 

Coordination: Contact has been made with 
the Seem collaborative, the Easter Seal 
Society, the Eastern Middlesex Mental 
Health Association, and the Office for 
Children in regard to the project. 

Since Northeast |ias the physically trained 
personnel and the necessary "Know-how" to 
implement such programs, these 
organizations eagerly lend their support. In 
consultations with these agencies, it was 
determined that Northeast should con¬ 
centrate on the children 18 through 21 and 
beyond. It is logical and essential to place 
these children into jobs when training is 
complete. The Seem collaborative has 
committed coordination of OJT programs 
with Northeast. 

Project Objectives: The ultimate objective is 
to provide job skills to handicapped people in 
food service and driver eclucation. The 
vocational training program is planned for 
one semester with option to continue training 
a second semester. 

The duration of the training will depend on 
the capability of the handicapped to master 
various segments of a skill. 

When the decision is made that the in¬ 
dividual has reached his or her level of 
proficiency, the training will terminate. This 
decision will be made by the administration, 
special educators, teachers, parent^, and the 
students themselves. 

Once an individual has been placed into a 
job situation, Eie necessary supportive ser¬ 
vices will follow to insure the person is suc¬ 
cessfully integrated into the new position. 

We consider this aspect of the project to be 
of prime importance since many handicapped 
people leave their jobs because of a lack of 
supportive services. The rehabilitation 
counselor will work to alleviate this problem. 

Evaluation Procedures: An ongoing 
evaluation of the trainee's progress will be 
conducted by the professional staff. Regular 
• reports will be made as to progress on job, 
training, attitude, and social adjustment. 

Flexibility will be the key in determining 
the proper placement for a child. These 
reports will be made available to the parents 
so as to keep them well informed as to their 
child’s progress. 

There exists at Northeast an advisory 
committee on special education. This com¬ 
mittee consists of a member of the School 
Committee, members of the staff, the Seem 
collaborative, special educators from feeder 
schools and parents of handicapped children. 
Part of their responsibility will be to evaluate 
this program as to effectiveness and future 
direction. 

Summary Statement: Northeast Regional is 
cognizant of the large responsibility being 
placed on public schools in implementing 
Chapter 766. This plan, now accepted for 
funding, will be the first step in establishing 
programs for the more seriously handicapped 
children in our district. 

The administrative staff of the vocational 
school looks upon this program as being the 
answer for many children who have been 
denied formal vocational training. 

This writer has had the opportunity to 
discuss with parents of the handicapped 
where the most important* need exists for 
their children. Inevitably, the answer is, 
"train my child in some vocational skill so he- 
she will be able to support themselves after 
I’m gone." 

This is exactly what Northeast intends to 
do.

The town zoning administrator is en¬ 
forcing regulations to limit the number of 
apartments per house. Folks, that means that 
if you own a building with three or more 
apartments, you’d better have a zoning 
variance or other official permission. 
Otherwise, you soon will be hearing from 
Town Hall. 

Let me tell the larger community about 
the people who are being uprooted from 
apartments in buildings having “too many’’ 
apartments. These are typically adults — 
usually employed, but occasionally senior 
citizens. The housing they can afford does not 
include dishwashers and disposals and wall- 
to-wall carpeting. They prefer to avoid the 
noise and unruliness of large apartment 
complexes where police attention is 
sporadically required. 

The present zoning classification for the 
RG zone (parts of precincts 1, 2, and 6) per-

The Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority 
board recently authorized an

mils two apartments per building, or by 
zoning variance, possibly (hrde. 

In very large buildings (20 or more 
looms), this results in unusually large 
apartments. 

Amazingly enough, there Is a dollar limit 
to what a family with one or two wage earners 
can pay for an apartment. If these amounts 
are insufficient for* the upkeep of an old 
building, it and the neighborhood suffers. 
Judging from the exterior of many neigh¬ 
borhood buildings, I would gather that owners 
of many of the very large buildings are 
financially just getting by. 

What harm is there in allowing each 
building to have a larger number of apart¬ 
ments. each of smaller size? This would 
permit apartments of a size for persons who 
through choice or necessity, live alone. One 
wage-earner or pension-holder will not pay 
$350 per month for an apartment that, to put it 
gently, is non-luxury. 

Century-old Victorian buildings can be 
tastefully converted to several apartments. 
Perhaps you. too, have seen examples on 
house lours in the historic zones of 
Charleston, S.C. 

Can we seek a speedy change of zpning, 
classification for the RG zone to permit the 
large Victorian houses to have more than two 
or three apartments?

Since the meeting Carlson has received 
word from Peter Corbett, MDC associate 
commissioner, that he visited Whip Hill and 
Middle roads and is now working with Jim 
Faulk, landscape architect and soil engineer 
for MDC, to obtain specifications and 
estimates for costs. 

Corbett said if the work is done by MDC 
workers it may get started in a few weeks, but 
if by contract there will be a delay to await 
bids. 

In the commissioner’s office last week, 
Carlson said Corbett and Faulk were also 
present. In addition, Richard Parkhurst of 
Winchester, Leo Barbo of Stoneham, Francis 
X. McHugh of Malden, all Friends of the Fells 
were present. 

Also In attendance were Mrs. Alexandra 
D. Dawson, representing the Conservation 
Law Foundation of New England ; and Brian 
iCloontsy, feature writer for the Medford Dally 
Mercury. 

To l)egln. Friends of the Fells gave 
background on the total Middlesex Fells area 
with emphasis on the Whip Hill and Middle 
road dump sites, described by Carlson as 
“hideous.” 

The Middle road area was described as 
‘barren and bare” but not beyond the stage

where reforesting could revitalize the site. 

Carlson recalls the dumping began when 
193 was being constructed. Former MDC 
commissioner John Sears is said to have 
authorized DeMatteo Construction Co. place 
fill in the area during construction but as time 
passed the area became a general dumping 
ground. 

Mrs. Dawson was concerned because the 
sites are both considered to be public 
wetlands. Law says that public lands cannot 
be converted from one use to another without 
a two-thirds vote of the legislature. “Even 
MDC or the governor himself cannot 
authorize dumping or placing fill in the area,” 
.said Carlson. 

At last week’s meeting, Carlson told The 
Star, Corbett admitted MDC made a mistake 
in authorizing DeMatteo to dump in the Fells. 
At the time, . .owever, MDC didn’t expect the 
dumping would be abused. 

Also at last week’s meeting Faulk for- ' 
mulated a plan for the Middle and Whip Hill 
roads dump sites. Basically this called for

removal of debris, adding lop soil and 
planting trees as a first step toward 
restoration and reforestation of the area, 
Carlson said. 

Further, Snedeker said all small dumps 
will be cleaned up, access roads closed off to 
vehicles to keep small contractors from 
dumping, and police and fire departments’ 
will be provided keys for access In case of fire 
or other emergency. 

Carlson and other Friends of the Fells 
members feel better about the situation, but, 
as Carlson pointed out, he still has as his "ace 
in the hole’’ for definite action—a petition 
containing about 20 names of Winchester 
residents and others living in the MDC region 
who are insisting on action.

Susan Cooper’s 
latest book to 
be out in fall

Wealhervanes interpreted the wind for 
both seafaring sailors and and loving farmers 
throughout history. 

I recall my delight years ago at first seeing 
Cape Cod weathervanes in the forms of fishes, 
dolphins, and mermaids after knowing only 
the cows and roosters of midwestern 
weathervanes. 

Now weathervanes are elevated to folk art 
status and collectors eagerly seek out choice 
old examples or display fine new reproduc¬ 
tions on their property. So many fine older 
ones of 100 years ago still exist in operation 
that authorities warn owners about helicopter 
bandits who lift choice examples for re-sale 
as antiques. 

After my first awareness that weather¬ 
vanes served seamen as well as landlubbers, 
I have viewed a wide range of varieties. The 
weathervane fulfilled a natural desire for 
display and family pride, but its primary 
purpose in America was the serious business 
of forecasting weather and the subjects they 
chose reflected this. 

The Heritage Plantation in Sandwich on 
the Cape has a few fine examples in their 
permanent collection. 

But the folk art collection at the Shelburne 
Museum in Vermont reveals the range of 
styles; roosters, Indians, archers, riders, 
carriages, fishes, animals, eagles, sheep, 
deer, horses, bears, zodiac signs, and angels 
are included. 

In the 18th century stagecoach Inn at 
.Shelburne, which contains sculptured folk art 
such as cigar store Indians, figureheads, 
eagles, tradesmen signs, and circus figures, 
one room is dedicated to rooster weather¬ 
vanes. 

Early craftsmen made much of the fine 
lines, trailing feathers and proud posture of 
the cock. 

In America, the first known weathervane 
was a copper "Cockerel’’ made in 1656 for the 


Dutch Reformed church in Albany, N.Y. The 
popularity of the rooster dates from the ninth 
century Europe when the Pope decreed every 
cliurch should be adorned with a cockerel 
weathervane so as to remind all Christians 
not to deny Christ. 

The bird recalls the story of Peter who 
denied Christ three times before dawn and the 
cock’s crowing despite his denial to Jesus that 
he would do any such thing. 

Weathervanes were brought from Europe 
with the colonists. 

In early America they were made by 
blacksmiths and farmers from materials at 
hand. The makers used flat pieces of wood or 
iron and cut the animal in silhouette. 

Later sheet copper was introduced and the 
vanes were hammered out in two pieces over 
wooden forms and soldered together. By 1850 
factories turned them out for churchers, 
houses, barns, and public buildings. 

The most famous and still existing 
weath3rvane is the hammered copper 
grasshopper with green glass eyes made by 
Shem Drowne in 1749 foi* the cupola of Faneuil 
Hall. Paul Revere’s coppersmith in Canton 
displayed a wooden codfish studded with 
copper nails 200 years ago. 

While researching weathervanes in the 
library at Shelburne, I learned they date back 
•o too B.C. when the Tower of Winds in Athens 
was provided with brass triton carrying a 
wand pointing outward In the wind direction. 

I wondered about the significance of my 
favorite weathervane which showed Gabriel 
l)lowing his horn. I recently read a book on the 
folklore of weather forecasting. One of the 
weather rhymes referred to the date of Mar. 
?5. the Announciation holy day and the 
transition from winter to spring: 

When (iabriel does the message bring 

Return the swallows, comes the spring. 

Although a religious day, it was closely 
associated with the transition from the dreary 
cold to mystical rebirth of nature and the 
season for planting.

Withdrawal from ambulance 
work by MDC allows more 
time for police duties 


The recent withdrawal of the Metropolitan 
District Commission police from ambulance 
work was based on the fact that it was "tying 
up the office loo long," according to Officer 
William Delaney of the MDC. 

"It was diverting our attention from police 
work," he continued. 

The new order states metropolitan police 
officers will not transport victims from the 
scenes of accidents to hospitals or give 
medical treatment except in minor injuries or 
illness. 

The exception is in case of a major 
catastrophe where the number of ambulances 
in the locality of the catastrophe are In¬ 
sufficient or when none are available. 

Delaney noted the whole department is 
trained in basic first aid which will be given 
when the MDC police Is first on the scene. 


lie explained a journal is being kept 
containing the time.a call is received, the 
seriousness of the situation, the time an 
ambulance is dispatched and the time it 
arrives. 

After two months the situation will be 
reviewed to see what communities are having 
trouble responding to calls. 

"There may have to be .some changes," 
Delaney concluded. ^ 

According to Lt. Andrew Crawford of the 
Winchester Police Department, there is no 
major problem Involved in handling am¬ 
bulance work. 

" We usually handle the accident before 
the MDC police anyway. 

"The only added things are drownings and 
Injuries at Sandy Heach on the Mystic 
Lakes."
